GERMANS  STILL  TALK  LOUDLY 

OF  REFUSAL  TO  SURRENDER  MEN 


PARIS,  Feb.  7. — The  list  of  Germans  demanded  for  extradi- 
tion by  the  Allies  probably  will  be  handed  without  modification  to  the 
German  Foreign  Office  this  evening  by  the  French  charge  d'affaires 
in  Berlin. 

It  is  understood  that  a  new  note  on  the  subject  to  be  sent  to 
the  German  Government,  authorized  today  by  the  council  of  ambas- 
sadors, does  not  differ  materially  from  the  original  note  handed 
Baron  Kurt  von  Lersner,  which,  with  the  list  of  the  accused  wanted 
by  the  Allies,  he  refused  to  transmit  to  Berlin.  A  paragraph,  how- 
ever, has  been  added  which  refers  to  the  incident  of  Baron  von 
Lersner's  refusal  to  receive  the  list  and  his  resignation  as  head  of  the 
German  delegation  in  Paris. 

The  council  of  ambassadors  is  not  expected  to  meet  again  until 
after  the  conference  of  the  premiers  in  London  in  the  near  future.  . 

The  official  extradition  list  was  issued  by  the  Foreign  Office 
tonight  without  comment.  The  text  of  the  original  covering  note 
and  of  the  new  note  referring  to  Baron  von  Lersner's  refusal  to  ac- 
cept the  list  were  not  made  public. 

A  paper-bound  book  of  more  than  200  pages  contains  the  names 
of  890  persons  or  groups,  with  their  rank  and  the  accusation.  Where 
names  are  not  known,  descriptions  of  duties  of  the  accused  are  given. 

Four  pages  are  devoted  to  Field  Marshal  von  Hindenburg  and 
General  Ludendorff,  the 'same  accusations  serving  for  both. 

The  British  list  contains  charges  against  ninety-seven  members 
and  groups,  the  FreVich  344,  the  Italian  24,  Belgian  354,  Polish  51, 
Roumanian  41  and  the  Jugo-Slav  four.  This  totals  9oo,  but  there 
are  a  few  duplications.  Ten  camp  commandants  are  asked  for  in  the 
British  list.

—  Details 
for  the  sale  of  the  largest  fleet  of 
vessels  ever  sold  under  the  hammer 
— the  thirty  former  German  passen- 
ger ships  taken  over  by  the  Govern- 
ment— were  worked  out  today  by  the 
Shipping  Hoard. 

On  Thursday.  Chairman  Payne  will 
offer  to  the  highest  bidder  the  great 
liner  Leviathan,  the  George  Washing- 
ton, the  ship'  that  twice  took  Presi- 
dent Wilson  to  France,  the  Agamem- 
non, the  Martha  Washington,  and 
other  craft  which  carried  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  American  troops  to 
Europe. 

President  Wilson  has  assented  to 
the  sale,  with  tho  provlalon  that  they 
are  subject  to  the  call  of  the  War 
Department  In  emergency. 

Conservatively  estimated,  the  value 
of  the  liners  is  placed  at  between 
$30,000,000  and  $40,000,000. 

Groups  of  vessels  allocated  to  pas- 
senger service  being  established  by 
the  board  will  he  sold  In  block.  Ser- 
vice has  already  begun  between  New 
York  and  South  America,  and  lines 
are  planned  for  New  York  and 
European  ports,  and  as  the  service  in 
which  the  ships  are  to  be  commis- 
sioned Is  a  condition  of  their  sale, 
Interest  is  being  shown  as  to  what 
companies  will  secure  the  more  im- 
portant passenger  liners.  Sale  of  the 
vessels  Is  not  restricted  to  concerns 
now  operating  Shipping  B< 
nage.

Commission,  Now  Sitting  in 
Paris,  Finds  Its  Responsi- 
bility Burdensome  and  Its 
Powers  Interpreted  by  Itself

Advises  Main  'Body  on  Ques- 
tions of  Treaty  Meanings 
and  International  Law — 
Americans  Not  Members 


PARIS,  Feb.  7.  —  The  reparations 
commission  is  finding  that  the  peace 
conference  has  endowed  it  with  tre- 
mendous responsibilities  and  the 
most  formidable  powers  which  it  has 
the  right  to  interpret  for  itself.  The 
commission  has  organized  a  legal  com- 
mittee to  aid  it  with  advice  In  inter- 
pretataion  of  the  treaty  of  Versailles. 

Hugh  A.  Dayne,  who  was  Judge  ad- 
vocate with  General  Pershing,  and 
later  counsel  to  the  War  Prisoners' 
Commission  In  Switzerland,  represents 
the  United  States  unofficially.  TmT 
other  countries  represented  are 
France,  by  M.  Fremgaet,  Great 
Britain  by  William  Flnlay.  Italy  by 
Senator  Bensa  and  Belgium  by  M. 
Marx. 

This  committee  sits  three  or  four 
times  a  week  to  consider  questions  put 
to  it  by  the  reparations  com  mission. 
It  la  one  of  'the  rare  cases  In  history 
In  which  so  much  power  is  vested  in 
a  body  with  the  right  to  determine  for 
Itself  just  what  that  power  is.  The 
legal  committee's  deliberations  are 
about  equally  divided  between  ques- 
tions of  Interpreations  of  the  treaty 
and  questions  of  international  law.  Its 
proceedings  arc  in  French,  but  when 
the  British-American  representatives 
wish  to  be  precise  they  speak  English. 

This  committee  will  continue  to 
function  with  Its  present  membership 
until  the  powers  have  appointed  their 
permanent  legal  council  to  sit  with  the 
reparations  commission.

Discussion  of  Collapse  Con- 
tinues Keen  in  British  Circles 
— Misconception  of  Relation 
of  Pound  and-  Dollar 


LONDON,  Feb.  7. — A  further  re- 
covery was  experienced  in  the  foreign 
exchange  today.  New  York  cable 
transfers  were  quoted  at  3.33  after 
yesterday's  close  around  3.3*.  Italian 
exchange  moved  smartly  two  points 
to  61.60,  while  exchange  on  Paris  and 
Brussels  also  showed  improvement. 

One  leading  Canadian  finanoial 
authority  in  London  gave  the  Cana- 
dian Press  today  the  following  con- 
sidered opinion  on  the  exchange 
question: 

"I  think  there  Is  a  great  deal  of 
popular  misconception  on  the  subject. 
The  premium  on  the  American  dollar 
Is  usually  spoken  of  as  depreciation 
In  the  pound  sterling.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  the  pound  sterling  represents  the 
rest  of  the  world  against  the  U tilted 
States,  and  has  very  little  relation  to 
Great  Britain  alone.  If  it  were  orly 
a  question  of  exchange  between 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States 
the  exchange  rates  would  be  some- 
where near  normal,-  but  the  fact  Is 
that  practically  all  foreign  business 
and  certainly  all  continental  business 
Is  done  through  London." 
i  More  editorial  attention  is  attrib- 
uted to  the  exchange-  situation  than 
to  the  demand  for  the  extradition  of 
the  Germane  accused  of  war  crimes. 
Several  newspapers,  discuss  the  situa- 
tion, especially  In  reference  to  cotton, 
the  suspension  of  Imports  of  which  Is 
declared  in  some  quarters  "to  be  an 
excellent  example  which  It  may  be 
hoped  other  traders  will  follow." 

Elsewhere  It  Is  regarded  as  a  dan- 
gerous remedy,  and  fear  la  expressed 
that  its  cost  will  eventually  fall  on 
British  consumers.  Some  newspapers 
call  upon  the  public  to  buy  aa  few 
American  goods  as  possible,  remark- 
ing that  there  are  many  things  im- 
ported from  America  that  could  be 
easily  dispensed  with  .temporarily.  It 
being  pointed  out  that  whiskey, 
canned  fruits,  vegetables,  chocolates, 
golf  balls  and  motor  cars  are  all  In 
this  category.

RdSlB)  Feb.  7. — Signnr  Bchanzor, 
Minister  of  the  Treasury,  gave  hla 
opinion  of  the  exchange  problem  ua 
follows: 

"It  Is  not  due  to  the  Italian  situa- 
tion, but  to  international  caui 
greedy  stock  exchange  specu 
which  constitutes  a  real  crime.  Am- 
erica possesses  gold,  wheat  and  a 
great  part  of  the  coal  supply  of  the 
world.  The  statement  of  Mr.  Glass 
has  caused  a  panic  which  affected  the 
exchange.  The  pound  sterling  lost  33 
per  cent,  inducing  a  rise  in  French 
and  Italian  exchange. 

"To  counteract  speculation  the  gov- 
ernment has  forbidden  publication  of 
exchanges  and  has  obliged  whoever 
trades  in  exchange  to  report  to  the 
Bank  of  Italy  the  money  he  poaaessca 
and  the  operations. 

"Money  subscribed  for  the  loan 
soon  will  reduce  the  paper  currency. 
But,  above  all,  we  must  produce  more 
and  consume  less. 

"On  Saturday  the  Government  will 
present  to  parliament  a  bill  granting 
special  facilities  for  protection  of  ex- 
change and  providing  for  appointment 
of  a  commission  to  assist  the  Govern- 
ment. 

"We  don't  believe  that  the  views 
expressed  by  Mr.  Glass  are  shared  by 
the  American  Government  or  people."

The  message,  which  was  dated  last  Sunday, 
stated  that  General  RozanofT  finaly  escaped  and  took  refuge  on  a 
Japanese  cruiser  in  the  harbor.  * 

Describing  the  capture  of  the  city,  the  correspondent  says  the 
first  revolutionists  entered  by  stealth,  seized  the  street  railroad  and 
used  the  cars  to  carry  them  up  the  main  street  to  the  house  occupied 
by  General  Rozanoff.  When  they  tried  to  surround  the  building  the 
Japanese  blocked  the  way,  but  the  officer  of  an  American  marine  de- 
tachment announced  that  he  would  not  permit  interference.  The 
Japanese  then  withdrew,  and  all  foreign  forces  observed  a  neutral 
attitude  subsequently. 

WASHINGTON,  Feb.  7— Marine  corps  headquarters  is  with- 
out confirmation  of  reports  that  American  marines  at  Vladivostok  in- 
tervened against  Japanese  troops  attempting  to  prevent  capture  by 
Russian  revolutionists  of  General  RozanofT.  Mijor-Generar^Barnelt, 
marine  commandant,  said  he  did  not  doubt  the  accuracy  of  the  re, 
ports,  and  that  the  landing  of  the  marines  was  within  the  authority  of 
Admiral  Gleaves,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Asiatic  fleet.  Any(  re- 
port of  the  incident,  General  Barnett  said,  probably  would  come  by 
mail,  accounting  for  delay.  *

reflected   a   serious  state   of  affairs 

In  Vladivostok  and  it  appeared  tho 
Bolsheviki  had  assumed  control  of 
the  country  up  to  within  a  short  dis- 
tance of  the  city.  Nikolsk,  forty  miles 
tiorth,'  was  In  the  hands  of  the  Reds 
at  that  time,  and  American  forces 
along  the  railroad  between  that 
place  and  Vladivostok  reported  en- 
countering units  of  the  Soviet  army. 
A  state  of  siege  had  been  proclaimed 
In  the  city  and  further  reinforce- 
ments of  Japanese  troops  were  ex- 
pected. 

More  recent  advices  stated  revolu- 
tionist forces  'had  occupied  Vladivos- 
tok January  31,  and  that  Allied  mis- 
sions which  had  been  In  the  city 
had  left,  going  westward  over  the 
trans-Siberian  railroad  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Harbin. 

Nothing  was  reported  as  to  the 
flight  of  Russian  officers,  which  may 
indicate  the  wholesale  desertion  of 
Russian  troops,  or  their  dispersion. 
If  thia  should  prove  to  be  the  case, 
the  only  considerable  anti-Bolaheylk 
forces  in  far  eastern  Siberia  would 
be  Japanese  and  Americana.

PEKING,  Sunday.  Feb.  7.— Japan'* 
proponul  to  open  negotiation*  with 
China  for  the  return  of  Shantung 
province  ha*  placed  the  government 
in  a  dilemma,  according  to  Dr.  Yen 
Haw  Ling,  councillor  of  tha  Foreign 
Office,  who  has  Just  returned  from 
Paris  with  Foreign  Minister  Lu  Cheng 
Hslang.

Secretary  Daniels  States  Facts 
Regarding  Their  Acceptance 
to    Senate    Committee — 

.  Authorized  by  Congress 


WASHINGTON.  Feb.  7. — Conclud- 
ing his  testimony  before  the  Senate 
sub-committee  Investigating  naval 
decoration  awards,  Secretary  Daniels 
disclosed  that  a  wide  difference  of 
opinion  existed  between  himself  and 
Rear-Admiral  Sims  during  the  .war  on 
the  acceptance  of  foreign  honors  and 
decoration*  by  American  naval  offi- 
cers. The  Admiral,  who  favored  such 
decoration*,  while  Mr.  Daniels  op- 
posed them,  will  again  be  before  the 
committee  Tuesday. 

After  committee  members  read  Mr. 
Daniel's  commendatory  statements  he 
made  in  recommending  that  Admiral 
Sims  be  made  a  permanent  admiral 
for  his  war  services.  Secretary  Dan- 
iels declared  he  would  not  now  make 
such  a  recommendation,  as  develop- 
ments had  caused  him  to  change  hi* 
mind.  He  cited  what  he  character- 
ised as  Admiral  Sim*'  efforts  to  mag- 
nify accomplishments  of  the  British 
army  and  navy  and  to  minimise  re- 
sults obtained  by  the  United  Statos, 
invidious  statement*  contained  in  a 
series  of  articles  by  Admiral  Sims  re- 
garding the  navy'*  part  in  the  war, 
including  a  "gratuitous  reflection  on 
the  Irish  race,"  and  the  officer's  action 
In  giving  out  official  instructions  of  a 
highly  confidential  nature  as  having 
led  to  a  change  In  his  views  in  promo- 
tion of  the  Admiral. 

Mr.  Daniels  said /he  had  waived 
regulations  requiring  officers  to  sub- 
mit articles  to  the  Department  before 
publication  because  he  "wished  to 
show  Admiral  Sims  every  considera- 
tion and  courtesy,"  and  expected  the 
articles  to  be  confined  to  America's 
naval  war  activities. 

"I  am  sorry  now  that  I  gave  Ad- 
miral Sims  this  latitude,"  he  said. 

After  Congress  passed  a  law  per- 
mitting American  officers  to  accept 
decorations  from  foreign  govern- 
ments. President  Wilson  directed  the 
State  Department  to  inform  all  Euro- 
pean governments  that  the  United 
States  did  not  wish  any  awards  made. 
Secretory7  Daniels  disclosed  before  the 
Senate  committee. 

Before  the  President  acted,  Mr. 
Daniel*  said,  Rear-Admiral  Sims  had 
been  Informed  by  the  chief  of  tho 
bureau  of  navigation  of  the  passage 
of  the  law,  and  had  accepted  a  deco- 
ration from  the  King  of  England  and 
had  authorized  Admiral  Rodman,  then 
commanding  the  American  battle 
division  with  the  British  Grand  Fleet, 
and  Rear-Admiral  Straus*,  directing 
the  laying  of  the  North  Sea  mine  bar- 
rage, to  accept  deebrattons. 

Admiral  81m*  was  Informed  by  Sec- 
retory Daniel*  of  the  President's  ac- 
tion, the  Secretary  continued,  and  he 
wrote  asking  whether  he  should  re- 
turn the  medal  to  the  King. 

Mr.  Daniel*  said  he  replied  that  in 
view  of  the  action  taken,  presumably 
before  President  Wilson'*  request 
reached  the  King,  there  waa  nothing 
that  could  be  done,  and  that  of 
course,  the  decoration*  already  ac- 
cepted, could  not  be  returned.  He  A 
expressed  the  hope  at  the  time,  he 
said,  that  no  other  foreign  decora, 
tlon*  would  be.  given  except  such  a* 
might  be  awarded  for  courageous 
conduct  in  battle. 

The  Secretory  said  Admiral*  Rod- 
man and  Strauss  were  reluctant  to  ac- 
cept decorations  from  the  King  of 
England,  and  he  read  letters  from 
them  on  the  subject.  Admiral  Rod- 
man stated  that  he  very  "reluctantly 
decided  to  accept  "tor  no  other  rea- 
son than  that  I  did  not  wish  to  give 
offence  to  the  British  government, 
which  holds  such  matter*  In 
esteem."

U.S.  Grand  Jury  at  Spokane 
Charges  Milling  Companies 
With  Illicit  Speculations- 
Other  Profiteei 


SPOKANE.    Feb.    7.  SJ 

amort*;  them  three  Portland  concerns 
in  which  Max  H.  Houser.  vice-presid- 
ent of  the  United  States  Grain  Cor- 
poration for  the  Northwest,  is  declared 
by  the  report  to  be  interested,  is 
charged  in  a  return  mad*  by  a  United 
States  grand  Jury  here  this  afternoon. 

Purchase*  of  grain  at  the  govern- 
ment fixed  price,  e.sltmated  by  the  re- 
port to  total  S7  p*r  cent  of  the  Wash- 
ington State  crop  of  42,000,000 
bushel*  in  1919.  by  about  half  a  dozen 
large  jrraln  concern*,  ia  charged  by 
the  report,  which  declares  "that  by 
purported  sales  of  grain  to  each  other 
and  through  "manipulation  of  the 
grain  market  centred  at  Minneapolis," 
and  by  other  method*,  they  have  ad- 
vanced the  price  to  about  $1  a  bushel 
above  the  government  price.  * 

The  report  charge*  also  that,  the 
proposed  plan  for  appropriation  by 
Congress  of  $150,000,000  for  European 
famine  relief  1*  for  the  purchase  of 
wheat  "now  owned  largely  by  specula- 
tors, and  in  some  case*  by  interests 
directly  and  Indirectly  ^connected  with 
some  of  the  officers  of  the  United 
States  Grain  Corporation." 

Profiteering  in  the  sales  of  wearing 
apparel  and  shoes  was  charged  in  in- 
dictments returned  late  today  by  a 
United  States  grand  Jury  against  the 
Spokane  Drygoods  Company  and  the 
Culbertson,  Grote-Rankln  Company, 
owners  of  two  of  the  largest  depart- 
ment stores  in  this  city,  and  Hills  Bros. 
Shoe  Com  pan  yi  on*  of  the  lergreet  shoe 
stores.  The  Spokane  Drygoods  Com- 
pany is  a  wholesale  establishment 
which  operates  the  Crescent,  a  large 
department  store. 

The  indictment  against  the  Culbert- 
son, Grote-Rankln  Company  contains 
seventy  counts,  each  of  which  names 
the  purchaser  of  an  article,  the  article 
purchased,  the  number  of  the  sales 
tag,  the  cost  price,  sale  price  and 
profit*.  Profits  on  a  few  article* 
named  in  the  indictment  range  from 
86  to  322  per  cent  Sixty-five  count* 
are  charged  against  Hills  'Broa  Shoe 
Company.  Profits  on  sales  mentioned 
in  the  Indictments  are  all  over  100  per 
cent,  and  run  a*  high  as  296  per  cent. 
The  Spokane  Drygoods  Company  is 
charged  on  seventy-six  counts,  on 
article*  mentioned  whose  profits  range 
from  76  to  227  per  cent. 

The  articles  were  sold  in  the  period 
from  October  10,  1919,  to  January  10, 
1920. 

The  Indictments  were  returned  In 
the  court  of  United  States  District 
Judge  Cuahman,  *ittlng  for  Judge  F. 
H.  Rudkin,  who  is  in  California. 

RUSSIAN  COUNTESS 

nrs  suicide 

GENEVA,  Feb.  7. — Countess  de 
Henrlchen,  a  member  of  the  Russian 
colony  at  Montreux,  and  formerly 
maid  of  honor  to  the  Dowager  Em- 
press of  Russia,  ha*  committed 
suicide  by  drowning  In  Lake  Geneva. 
Her  body,  still  decked  in  valuable 
Jewels,  waa  found  floating  In  the 
lake  off  the  town  of  Vllleneuve, 
near  the  upper  end  of  the  lake.  Per- 
sons who  were  acquainted  with  the 
countess  say  ah*  walked  directly  to 
the  lake  and  threw  herself  in. 

Driven  from  Russia  when  the  im- 
perial regime  waa  overthrown,  the 
Countess  cam*  to  Switzerland.  The 
assassination  of.  the  former  Cxar 
waa  keenly  felt  by  her,  and  *he  was 
often  heard  to  complain  of  the  bar- 
barities practiced  in  Russia  by  the 
BolsHevIkl.  She  left  no  letter*  or 
papers. 

Many  Swiss  hotelkeepers  have  ex- 
tended credit  to  the.  Impoverished 
members  of  the  Russian  aristocracy, 
and  have  in  numerous  cases  proved 
benefactors  of  the  fugitives.

New  Yprk  marshalled  all  ita  forces 
today  In  a  prodigious  effort  to  extri- 
cate itself  from  the  paralyzing  grip 
of  a  storm  that  has  reminded  old- 
timers  of  the  classic  blizzard  of  1888. 

Spurred  by  Mayor  Hylan's  procla- 
mation urging  the  suspension  of  all 
but  vitally  necessary  trucking  traffic 
for,  a  period,  of  three  days,  big  truck- 
ing corporations,  the  great  metropoli- 
tan department  stores  and  others 
turned  over  their  auto  trucks  and 
drivers  to  cart  the  snow  to  piers, 
where  steamship  companies  loaned 
their  employees  for  the  task  of  dump- 
ing into  the  harbor. 

Hundreds  of  stores  set  their  em- 
ployees to  work  with  shovels.  The 
street  cleaning  department,  still  short 
about  10.000  shovelers.  renewed  its 
efforts  to  induce  more  men  to  Join 
the  ranks.  Special  attention  was 
given  to  digging  tire  hydrants  out  of 
great  piles  of  snow. 

Trucking  was  restricted  to  moving 
food,  fuel,  milk  and  newspapers. 
Private  pass«nger  cars  except  those 
used  by  physicians  have  been  placed 
under  the  embargo  until  Tuesday 
morning. 

The  traction  companies  struggled 
grimly  to  restore  traffic  on  the  sur- 
face line*  to  something  approaching 
normal,  and  succeeded  In  a  measure. 
Lines  of  street  cars,  frozen  to  the 
rails  for  a  day  or  more  In  the  heart 
of  the  city,  told  the  story  of  the  com- 
pany's tribulations. 

Show-covered  trains  from  the  West 
and  New  Kugland  crept  into  the  rail- 
way terminals  hours  behind  their 
schedules,  and  with  passengers  tired 
n  nd  worn  from  their  experience.

WASHINGTON.  Feb.  7. — A  letter 
from  President  Wilson  renewing  hla 
objection  to  some  features  of  the 
peace  treaty  reservations  framed  by 
the  Senate  Republican  majority  fur- 
nished the  basis  of  ear  neat  discussion 
today  In  conference  between  Demo- 
cratic senators  caUed  together  to  dis- 
cuss the  situation. 

The  only  decision  reached  was  to 
co-operate  in  the  parliamentary  ac- 
tion necessary  to  reopen  ratification, 
and  to  work  for  an  acceptable  com- 
promise on  reservations.  Just  what 
compromise  should  be  considered  ac- 
ceptable was  debated  In  the  light  of 
varying  interpretations  of  tbe  Presi- 
dent's letter,  but  there  was  no  at- 
tempt to  frame  a  programme. 

Striking  at  the  Republican  reserva- 
tion on  Article  10  and  proposed  sub- 
stitutes, Mr.  Wilson  wrote  that  any 
reservations  which  showed  that  the 
United  States  assumes  no  obligations 
under  such  and  such  an  article  "un- 
less or  except,"  would  be  likely  to* 
"chill"  the  relationship  between  thlB 
country  and  other  powers.  A  substi- 
tute Article  10  reservation,  contain- 
ing this  language,  under  consideration 
by  the  recently  disbanded  bi-partlzan 
compromise  committee,  the  President 
wrote,  was  "very  unfortunate"  In 
form,  though  he  agreed  with  Its  sub- 
stance.

The  resolution  dealing  with  the 
Alberta-British  Columbia  Industrial 
congress  to  be  held  in  Vancouver 
next  June,  was  the  first  matter  dealt 
with  on  the  resumption  of  the  sit- 
tings yesterday  afternoon,  and  met 
with  great  enthusiasm  by  the  dele- 
gates. J.  H.  Falconer  was  the  mover 
of  the  resolution,  which,  seconded 
by  J-  G.  Shallcross,  was  carried  amid 
the  cheers  of  the  assemblage.  It 
reads  as  follows: 

"Be  it  resolved  that  this  meeting 
of  the  Boards  of  Trade  of  British 
Coluthbia  endorses  the  holding  of  the 
proposed  congress  and  request  the 
Government  of  this  Province  to  ap- 
propriate $10,000  towards  the  ex- 
penses  to   be  incurred." 

Many  other  resolutions,  relating 
chiefly  to  questions  affecting  local 
districts,  were  discussed  and  passed.

ALL  FARMERS  GET 
WHEAT ADVANCE 


Member  of  Board  Explains  the 
Situation  in  Reply  to  In- 
quiries—Sellers and  Holders 
Are  Treated  Alike

TORONTO.  Feb.  7.— There  are 
numbers  of  inquiries  from  farmers 
who  sold  their  wheat,  as  well  as  from 
farmers  who  are  still  holding  theirs, 
as  to  whether  they  are  going  to  be 
paid  the  25  cents  higher  price  which 
the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  1  Is 
charging  millers  for  wheat  since  Jan- 
uary 31. 

A  member  of  the  Wheat  Board 
gives  the  following  answer  to  this 
inquiry: 

The  cash  advanced  payment  to  the 
Ontario  and  Quebec  producers  re 
mains  unchanged  to  June  80,  by  order 
No.  7  of  the  board,  soothe  producer 
that  sold '  his  wheat  last  September 
and  October  gets  the  same  advanced 
payment  as  the  producer  who  holds 
his  wheat  until  sold,  or  until  next 
May  or  June,  the  only  difference  be 
ing  that  the  latter  is  out  of  pocket 
his  Interest,  Insurance,  etc,  during 
the  time  he  carried  his  wheat. 

The  16  cents  which  the  millers 
formerly  paid  on  both  Ontario  and 
Manitoba  wheat  to  the  Canadian 
Wheat  Board,  and  the  40  cents  on 
Ontario  and  «5  cents  on  Manitoba 
wheat  which  they  now  pay  to  the 
board,  less  an  estimated  allowance  of 
five  cents  a  bushel  on  the  wheat  for 
carrying  charges,  goes  into  a  pool, 
from  which  every  producer  holding 
participation  certificates  gets  his  pro 
rata  share,  according  to  the  number 
of  bushels  called  for  by  his  partlci 
pation  certificate.  Thus,  every 
farmer  receives  the  same  price  for 
his  wheat,  no  matter  when  It  Is  sold, 
but  of  course,  the  advanced  payment 
to  the  producer  differs  according  to 
the  quality  of  his  wheat. 

LIVESTOCK  UNIONS

JS'ow  when  a  famine  prevails 
In  a  land  the  logical  course  for  those 
In  authority  is.  to  remove  all  artificial 
barriers  against  the  entrance  of  food 
of  whatsoever  kind,  thus  permitting 
the  people  not  only  to  obtain  It.  but 
•  to  obtain  it  on  reasonable  terms. 
It  Is  a  somewhat  extraordinary  cir- 
cumstance that  as  this  article  wag 
In  course  of  preparation  a  gentleman 
dropped.  Into  the  office  who  had  Just 
returned  from  a  visit  to  the  prairie 
provinces.    The  visitor  had  a  bill  of 
lading  calling  for  the  delivery  of  two 
hundred  pounds  of  sugar.  It 
procured   in   a  country  store 
distance    from    Winnipeg,    and  the 
dealer  informed  his  customer  that  he 
could  deliver  all  that  was  required 
at  a  stated  price,  which  was  much 
lower  than  quotations  in  Victoria,  as 
there  was  no  shortage  of  sugar  there. 
JBo  that  the  refinery  to   which  has 
been  allotted  the  Eastern  territory— 
if  there  be  any  "gentlemen's  agree- 
ment" there— must  he  fulfilling  Its.

Sir,— The  stock  argument  of  the 
advocate  of  prohibition  is  that  the 
will  ot  the  majority  must  rule.  They 
religiously  refrain  from  completing 
the  axiom — the  will  of  the  majority 
must  rule  with  reason.  If  that  Is  not 
so,  what  is  to  prevent  the  Roman 
Catholic  majority  in  Quebeo  from  de- 
ciding by  a  plebiscite  that  any  other 
form  of  worship  is  unnecessary  in  that 
Province.  It  is  a  peculiar  trait  of 
human  nature  that  the  average  citi- 
zen of  fanatical  Impulse  will  go  out 
of  his  way  to  record  his  vote  if  by 
so  doing  no  can  cause  inconvenience 
to  those  who  differ  from  him  on  his 
views  of  morality,  whilst  affairs  that 
may  really  affect  the  public  welfare 
are  negligible  to  his  Intelligence.

The,  to  him,  superlative  excellence 
of  the  Bolshevist  soviet  system  of 
government,  was  the  topic  Mr.  W.  E. 
Pelrce,  a  member  of  the  Federated 
Labor  Party,  dilated  upon  before  a 
fair  eixed  audience  at  the  Crystal 
Theatre  last  night.  Ho  stated  that 
during  the  debate  in  which  he  and 
Mr.  Clearlhue  crossed  swords  last 
Saturday  evening  on  the  subject  of 
Bolshevism,  all  his  stock  ot  argu- 
ments In  favor  of  the  Russian  revo- 
lutionists were  not  exhausted,  and  he 
proceeded  to  elucidate  them,  most  of 
his  time  being  taken  up  In  quoting 
at  length  from  articles  dealing  with 
the  condition  of  Russia  prior  to  and 
during  the  war.  He  saw  little  hope 
for  results  from  the  reported  possi- 
bility of  negotiations  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  existing  Russian 
rulers. 

"Great  Britain  may  negotiate  the 
Bolshevist  government,  but  she  will 
have  to  go  a  long  way  before  she  can 
talk  to  the  soviet  government,"  he 
stated,  "for  she  must  first  learn  to 
talk  the  soviet  language,  end  before 
she  can  do  that  she  must  adopt  that 
system." 

Mr.  Peirce  quoted  from  a  com- 
munication he  had  received  during 
the  week  in  which  an  individual 
signing  himself  "Bill"  had  suggested 
that  he  (Mr.  Peirce)  and  family 
should  go  to  Russia  If  he  liked  the 
form  of  government  there  ao  walL 

Speaking  for  himself.  Mr.  Peirce 
said  he  wouldn't  mind  going  to  Rus- 
sia, though  that  did  not  necessarily 
mean  that  he  desired  hl«  family  to  go 
there  too.

STIRRING  APPEAL 


Forward  Movement^  Leader  of 
Anglican  Church  States  the 
-  Iss^s  That  Are  at  Stake  at 
Present 


The  following  message  from  the 
Bishop  of  Huron.  Chairman  of  the 
Anglican  Forward  Movement  execu- 
tive committee  has  Just  been  received 
in  the  cfty: 

A  Last  Word 

Will  you  allow  me.  as  chairman  of 
the  executive  committee  of  the  An- 
glican Forward  Movement,  to  Issue 
one  brief,  final  appeal  to  my  fellow 
churchmen  before  the  ctpae  of  the 
intensive  campaign?  I  am  prompted 
to  do  so  by  three  reason*: 

1.  First,  because  these  are  many 
indications  that  we  in  Canada  fall  to 
realize  the  magnitude  of  the  debt 
which  we  owe  to  God  for  His  signal 
blessings  to  this  country.  Let  us  get 
the  truth  as  to  our  position.  Ulti- 
mately, to  Him  we  owe  the  security 

( from  violence  of  our  homes  and  of 
our  women  and  children  during  all 
the  years  of  the  war;  to  Him  wa 
owe  the  wonderful  prosperity  and 
plenty  of  this  country;  and  finally 
to  Him  we  owe  the  victory  By  which 
we  were  allowed  to  retain  this 
country  as  our  home  free  from 
enemy  domination.  What  return  .can 
be  great  enough  as  a  '  thankof ferlng 
for  all  this?  Before  deciding  what 
to  give  in  the  coming  canvass,  will 
you  think  on  these  things? 

2.  Then  I  am  prompted  to  write 
because  I  am  anxious  that  our 
church  should  take  a  worthy  part 
in  shaping  the  course  of  the  new 
world  that  is  now  rising,  and  In 
meeting  the  extraordinary  opportuni- 
ties now  open  for  preaching  the  Gos- 
pel and  extending  the  church  among 
the  great  non-Christian  races  of  the 
•world. — The  church  can  trot — do — this 
worthy  part  unless  it  Is  adequately 
equipped  with  men  and  means.  What 
should  I  give  to  this? 

3.  Then  I  am  prompted  to  write 
because  I  am  jealous  for  the  honor 
of  our  own  church,  and  dread  the 
possibility  of  being  humiliated  as  a 
church  by  failure  to  reach  our  objec- 
tive while  other  communions  suc- 
ceed. We  far  exceeded  all  other  com- 
munions in  the  sacrifice  of  men  for 
the  war;  don't  let  us  fall  down  in 
the  lesser  sacrifice  of  money.  We 
led  the  country  in  the  greater  sacri- 
fice; let  us  resolve,  with  God's  help, 
to  lead  also  in  this.  But  in  order  to 
do  so,  we'  must  each  one  give  as  we 
never  gave  before.

Unless  there  is  a  decline  In  the  num- 
ber of  influenza  cases  developing  here, 
the  ban  may  be  applied  to  theatres, 
churches,  schools  and  other  places  of 
assembly,  as  was  done  last  year.  Medi- 
cal Health  Officer  Arthur  G.  Price 
warned  last  night.  This  action  will  be 
taken  only  as  a  last  resort. 

Yesterday  111  new  cases  of  In- 
fluenza were  reported  to  the  health 
department.  This  is  the  largest  num- 
ber reported  In  any  -single  day  since 
the  epidemic  commenced,  although  It 
is  believed  to  Include  a  number  of 
cases  that  were  not  reported  Friday, 
when  the  department  was  notified  of 
only  thirty-one  new  cases.  For  the 
six  days  commencing  last  Monday 
there  have  been  370  cases  reported. 

"There  will  be  a  smaller  death  rate 
than  when  Victoria  was  visited  by  the 
previous  epidemic,"  said  Dr.  Price. 
"Only  a  small  percentage  of  cases  are 
developing  into  pneumonia,  and  that 
is  because  the  people  are  taking  care 
of  themselves  as  soon  as  they  become 
Infected.  The  general  public,  though, 
seems  to  be  still  careless.  In  spite  of 
warnings,  the  people  Insist  on  crowd- 
So  long  as  this  nttltude  is  displayed 
we  will  have  difficulty  in  curbing  the 
disease." 

"With  regard  to  nurses,  the  situa- 
tion is  actually  desperate,"  said  Dr. 
Price  last  evening,  "and  if  the  ladles 
of  this  city  will  not  come  forward 
and  help  at  this  crisis,  why  we  shall 
simply  have  to  go  to  Vancouver  for 
help.  This,  I  think,  would  be  little 
short  of  a  disgrace  to  Victoria.  Surely 
the  Indies  who  crowd  our  publie 
gatherings  are  willing  to  forego  a 
little  of  their  pleasures  and  aid  us 
at  this  time,"

Musgrave  visited  many  of  the  wives 
and  families  ot  those  from  Esquimalt 
regularly  in  tlftlr  homes,  and  helped 
them  in  every  way  possible.  At  the 
same  time  she  was  an  energetic  work- 
er in  the  field  comforts  branch  of  the 
I.O.D.E..  and  when  the  Esquimalt 
Red  Cross  was  started  she  acted  as 
secretary  and  ^e  voted  much  time  to 
that  splendid  work  for  the  wounded 
and  sick,  towards  which  the  children 
of  this  school  helped  largely  them- 
selves. 

"Ho  the  members  of  her  chapter 
felt  that  they  would  like  to  preserve 
the  memory  of  her  life  and  work  In 
Esquioaslt.  And.  as  her  husband. 
Captain  Musgrave.  and  her  only  son 
are  In  the  navy,  and  she  had  the  in- 
terests of  that  splendid  service  very 
much  at  heart,  we  decided  to  donate 
to  the  school  thee*  five  pictures.  U-

Th»  occasion 
Is  the  250th  Anniversary  of  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company,  and  thv  Idea  was 
conceived  at  a  recent  meeting  of  di- 
rectors In  London.  "The  main  idea." 
said  Mr.  Wilson  to'  The  Colonist  yes- 
terday, "is  to  impress  the  present 
generation  with  the  wonderful  tradi- 
tions of  British  colonization. 

It  was  stated  at  (he  directors' 
meeting  that  after  the  trying  crisis 
through  which  the  Empire  has  passed 
It  would  be  an  excellent  Idea  for  %ny 
large  company  with  traditions  be- 
hind it  unci  a  little  money  to  spend, 
to  do  something  to  stamp  the  word 
"British"  on  any  part  of  the  Empire 
with  which  It  has  associations.  The 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  fcohv  that  it 
Is  in  a  unique  position  to  do  this 
work  so  far  as  Canada  is  concerned, 
or  at  least  to.  Initiate  it.  because  It 
will  not  be  purely  a  company  affair, 
but  the  co-operation  of  the  cities 
and  public  bodies  Is  Invited,  mo  at  to 
make  it  truly  an  historical  event. 
Five  cltlea  have  been  chosen  for  the 
pageants,  and  Victoria  Is  one  of  them. 

Among  the  many  attractions  pro- 
posed for  the  occasion,  and  which 
will  be  discussed  in  detail  at  tomor- 
row's meeting,  will  be  floats,  depict- 
ing the  different  epochs  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  country  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Hudson's  Ray  Com- 
pany.

Thla  waa  endoraed  by 
President  Guthrie,  who  advised  Rua- 
aell to  get  hia  cluba  in  line  with  thoae 
ao  affiliated.  The  Dominion  Football 
Association  officials  ridiculed  the  sug- 
gestion of  Russell  that  affiliation  with 
the  governing  body  would  Involve  pro- 
fesaionallzatlon  of  players. 

It  waa  decided  to  bring  out  only  ono 
Old  Country  football  team  to  Canada 
thin  Summer,  and  Jonea  was  given  ere- 
dentlala  to  uae  in  England  for  con- 
ducting negotiation*. 

Although  the  decision  as  to  what 
team  will  be  brought  out  is  dependent 
upon  what  agreement  Con  Jonea  can 
effect  with  the  cluba  on  the  other  aide. 
It  waa  suggested  that  Newcastle  United 
would  be  highly  acceptable  to  soccer 
fans  throughout  the  Dominion.

,An  announcement  recently  made  in 
the  United  Rtates  by  the  Standard  OH 
tympany,  to  the  effect  that  distillate 
lia«i  been  removed  from  the  American 
market  and  Ita  manufacture  discon- 
tinued entirely,  has  caused  consider- 
able comment,  particularly  among 
nan  boat  ownerH  who  huve  been  using 
|l|stillate  as  a  fuel,  and  are  now 
forced  to  operate  on  Kasoline  at  an 
enormous  increase  in  operating  ex- 
nses.  or  endeavor  to  operate  on 
rosene,  which  it  is  claimed  will  be 
fiurul  very  unsatisfactory  without 
*$me  material  changes  in  the  con- 
struction of  their  motor. 

'1'h Is  action  on  the  part  of  the  Stan- 
dard OH  Company  in  the  States  is 
food  for  much  thought  in  Canada,  and 
is  undoubtedly  an  indication  of  what 
may  be  expected  to  lake  place  here, 
us  we  are  not  fur  removed  from  the 
f  xlHtink  conditions  in  the  States.  The 
present  fuel  nituution  there  was  in- 
evitable. (Jasollne  production  could 
not  keep  up  with  the  consumption. 
Ihat  Is.  and  maintain  its  high  grade, 
with  the  result  that  the  distillers,  in 
order  to  increase  the  volume,  have 
had  to  lower  the  grade.  It  Is  re- 
ported that  In  one  Detroit  Automobile 
factory  where  records  are  kept  of 
each  carload — 5T — gasoline — received, 
they  show  that  early  In  1916  gasoline 
was  being  delivered  in  tank  carloads 
92  P«r  cent  of  which  distilled  over 
300  degrees  F.  Samples  from  other 
tank  cars  throughout  the  year  showed 
an  end  point  of  325  degrees  P., 
although  on  one  or  two  occasions 
samples  showed  as  high  as  360  de- 
grees Ft  In  1917  one  sample  test 
showed  an  end  point  of  327  degrees, 
another  350  degrees,  and  all  the  rest 
400  degrees  P. 

Jump  in  Boiling  Range 
This  shows  the  Jump  made  in  the 
boiling  range  by  the  addition  of  heavy 
naphtha  (the  lighter  portion  of  kero- 
sene), and  although  not  sufficient  to 
too  greatly  handicap  the  operation  of 
engines  in  general,  was  an  indication 
of  what  was  taking  place  and  of  what 
might  be  expected  In  the  future.

constructed  to  handle  low-grade ,  fuel. 
It  is  claimed  that.,  the  j  ordinary ,  car- 
buretor cannot  properly  vaporise  this 
fuel,  which  absolutely  requires  heat 
In  some  form  or  another  In-  order  to 
thoroughly  break  It  up  and  gasify  It. 
And  according  to  mechanical  experts, 
the  greater  per  cent  of  Internal  trouble 
with  the  motor— such  as  burned  out 
and  loosened  bearings,  scored  cylin- 
ders, etc.— Is  due  simply  to  improper 
combustion.  It  is  claimed  that  tests 
have  shown  that  approximately  20  per 
cent  of  the  raw  fuel  which  enters  the 
cylinders  of  an  automobile  engine  fails

Engine  Troubles  Inevitable 
It  Is  claimed  that  the  same  thing 
is  happening  to  the  fuel  in  Canada  as 
has  happened  In  the  United  States, 
and  that  we  are  bound  to  experience 
the  same  engine  trouble  unless  we  can 
devise  ways  and  means  of  overcoming 
the  difficulty.  It  Is  a  well  known  fact 
that  many  of  the  leading  automobile 
manufacturers  in  the  States  are  equip- 
ping their  late  model  cars  with  what 
are  commonly  known  as  "Hot  Shots," 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  heat  to 
the  fuel  either  at  or  after  it  leaves 
the  carburetor.  But  this,  of  course,

Paige  Light  Six  Chassis  At- 
tracts Attention  of  Engineer- 
ing Experts — Shaft  Given 
Balance, 


*.  method  of  crank  case  and  crank 
shaft  construction,  new  to  American 
automobile  engineering  and  developed 
to  assure  greater  .smoothness  of  oper- 
ation, is  one  of  the  salient  points  that 
is  attracting  special  attention  to  the 
new  Paige  light  six  chassis. 

In  the  present  stage  of  the  industry 
power  and  speed  are  comparatively 
easy  of  attainment.  Finer  qualities, 
such  as  greater  freedom  from  vibra- 
tions, greater  economy  of  operation 
and  longer  life  are  now  the  absorbing 
problems  of  automobile  engineers. 
Anything,  consequently,  that  purports 
to  attain  these  ends  receives  its  due 
attention. 

"Our  new  method  of  crank  case  and 
crank  shaft  construction,"  says  Harry 
M.  Jewett,  president  of  the  Paige- 
Detroit  Mdtor  Car  Company,  "was 
worked  out  and  developed  during  the 
past  three  years,  when  we  were  de- 
voting most  of  our  production  facili- 
ties to  war  work.  It  is  exclusively  a 
Paige  idea  among  American-made 
cars. 

Smoothness  of  Operation 

"The  principal  idea  Is  to  attain 
strength,  rigidity  ■  and  stiffness  in 
order  to  secure  smoothness  of  opera- 
tion. The  crank  case  is  the  founda- 
tion or  housing  of  the  crank  shaft.  In 
order  to  make  it  stiff  and  rigid  the 
upper  half  of  the  case  is  cast  integral 
with  the  cylinders,  the  cylinder  bar- 
rel cores  acting  as  stlffeners.  Ths 
shaft  is  mounted  on  three  solid  bear- 
ings. 

"An  important  factor  in  the  method 
is  the  forging  of  the  crank  shaft  in 
one  operation,  Instead  of  twisting  if* 
after  the  forging.  Oreater  stiffness 
and  strength  are  thus  obtained  than 
if  the  shaft,  after  forging,  had,  been 
twisted  to  place  the  pins  in  proper 
relation.  There  is  no  danger,  in  this 
method,  of  interfering  with  the  logi- 
cal flow  of  the  'grain'  of  the  metal 
and  consequently  there  is  less  chance 
of  fracture  and  greater  durability. 

"The  method  necessitates  that  each 
section  of  the  shaft  be  reproduced  in 
the  form  of  a  model  separately  bal- 
anced so  that  when  the  shaft  Is  as- 
sembled in  a  complete  unit  in  model 
form,  all  sections  are  uniformly  bal- 
anced. After  this  is  done  dies  are 
mude  duplicating  the  model. 

"This  type  of  forging  gives  a  shaft 
which  is  balanced  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  centrifugal  forces  have  a 
tendency  to  throw  themselves  inward 
Instead  of  outward.  At  ordinary 
speeds,  say  from  forty  to  fifty  miles 


istics.

O.  P.  Qeustad.  of  Fairbanks  Alaska. 
Is,  owner  and  operator  of  one  of  the 
"farthest  north"  railways  in  the  world, 
f  lis .  railroad  "system"  consists  of  15 
miles  of  wooden  rails  that  stretch  be- 
tween the  head  of  navigation  on  the 
Tolovana  River  to  the  rich  placer 
mines  above,  some  75  miles  overland 
from  Fairbanks.  The  motive  power 
of  his  railroad  Is  a  1916  Dodge  Broth- 
ers motor  car.  and  it  has  done  such 
heroic  work  for  the  past  two  seasons 
in  imitating  a  genuine  steam  locomo- 
tive that  Mr.  Oaustad  dropped  into 
the  salesroom  of  the  Begg  Motor  Com- 
pany, local  Dodge  car  dealers,  while 
visttlnf  here  recently,  and  told  an  In- 
teresting story  of  his  "railroad"  and* 
the  country  it  traverses.  Mr.  Gau- 
stad  went  to  Alaska  in  the  big  rush 
of  '98. 

"I  have  a  sawmill  half  way  between 
the  Tolovana  placers  and  the  head  of 
navigation  on  the  river,"  he  said. 
"For  two  years  I  have  operated  the 
railroad  to  haul  logs  to  my  mill,  and 
from  there  to  haul  the  sawed  lumber 
to  the  mines.  The  track  is  16  miles 
long,  and  is  of  wooden  rails.  The 
Dodge  Brothers  car  is,  of  course, 
equipped  with  flanged  wheels,  and 
haute  a  little  train  of  three  cars  be- 
hind it. 

"It  this  fashion  I  have  hauled  loads 
as  high  as  six  tons  without  a  murmur 
from  the  car.  In  addition  to  the  lum- 
ber, I  haul  all  supplies  from  the  head 
of  navigation  on  the  river  to  the  mines, 
and  fet  $60  a  ton  for  transporting  it. 
.Sometimes  I  make  eight  or  nine-  trips 
a  day,  and  this  year  the  car  covered 
over.  6,000  miles  in  the  course  of  the 
season. 

"For  six  weeks  of  our  Summer 
there  is  something  like  23  hours  of 
daylight  every  day.  In  Fairbanks  In 
the  Summer  we  start  our  ball  games 
at  It  o'clock  at  night  because  it  is  not 
so  warm  then.  It  is  still  a  magnificent 
game  country  on  the  Tolovana  River, 
whero  my  railroad  is,  and  three  times  j 
thuf  Summer  I  scared  up  moose  along 
the  track,  and  even  chased  one  for  a 
waya  down  the  right-of-way. 

"The  war  brougnt  great  hardship 
to  the  gold  miners  of  Alaska,  for. 
owing  to  the  depreciated  value  of  the 
dollar,  their  gold  is  worth  but  little 
more  than  half  what  It  was  Ave  years 
ago.  Consequently  many  of  the  mines 
are  ahut  down,  for  the  producers 
figure  It  is  not  worth  while  to  pay 
excessive  labor  costs  to  mine  gold 
worth  only  half  price. 

"With  the  advent  of  better  roads. 
Alaska  will  be  a  great  market  for 
motor  cars  and  trucks,  for  transporta- 
tion to  Alaska's  greatest  need  Just  now. 
Few  people  realise  the  Immense  dis- 
tances in  Alaska.  From  my  railroad, 
for  example.  It  is  1.600  miles  to  tide- 
water, via  the  Yukon  River. 

"At  the  present  there  are  something 
like  II  cars  in  Fairbanks.  The  gaso- 
line I  burn  in  the  Dodge  Brothers  car 
costs  me  85  cents  a  gallon,  and  I  get 
an  average  of  15  miles  a  gallon,  even 
with  the  heavy  loads  I  haul.  Until 
this  year,  the  valves  In  the  motor  had 
never  been  cleaned,  and  the  car  has 
Riven  remarkable  service  when  you 
consider  the  extraordinsry  nature  of 
the  conditions  under  which  It  was  re- 
quired to  operate."

Whatever  argument  there  may  be 
pro  and  con  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  bill  will  meet  with  strong  opposi- 
tion insofar  as  It  affects  mining  en- 
gineers. The  newly  organised  pro- 
spectors' association,  with  headquar- 
ters at  Nelson.  B.C.,  already  have 
taken  a  strong  stand  against  an  en- 
gineers' closed  corporation.

Bhe  ia  now  in  Kngland,  and  the 
following,  which  appears  over  her 
name  In  The  London  Dally  Express  of 
January  13,  should  result  In  some 
measures  being  taken  to  exercise 
stricter  supervision  over  the  films 
which  are  exhibited  in  India,  at  least. 

"Some  time  ago  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  danger  of  allowing  cer- 
tain types  of  films  to  be  exhibited  in 
India."  she' writes.  "I  have  m  mind 
a  very  vivid  film  lately  on  view  in 
India  wherein  two  women,  garbed  in* 
evening  dress,  have  a  desperate  fight 
with  knives  and  behave  like  she- 
wolves,  practically  tearing  every  bit 
of  garment  from  ono  another's  shoul- 
ders— a  disgusting  exhibition." 

Here  follows  the  writer's  argument: 
Apart  from  the  folly  of  sending  such 
films  to  a  country  like  India — where 
the  native  Imagines  he  is  looking  at 
a  reflection  of  the  life  of  English- 
men!— there  are  worse  things  that 
have  to  the  untutored  native  mind  a 
political  significance,  and  serve  to 
mislead  and  foster  false  beliefs.  T 
refer  to  films  which  show  certain 
abuses  of  the  "third  degree,"  and 
which  are  found  extensively  in  Amer- 
ican "crook"  films.

There  is  among    the    majority  of 

3a t lves  in  India  a  rooted  belief  that 
srtain  practices  (methods  of  tor- 
ture) are  part  and  parcel  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  law  In  Indian 
prisons  and  American  "third  degree" 
films  do  much  to  foster  this  belief.

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The  native  of  India  does  not  differen- 
tiate between  the  United  Kingdom 
and  the  United  States  in  the  matter 

of  the  films  he  sees.  To  him.  we  are 
of  the,same  kind.  We  are  white,  and 
he  naturally  believes  lhat  the  same 
customs  are  common  to  us  both. 

I  remember  in  particular  one  scene 
that  I  saw  in  a  dim  seat  to  India  for 
exhibition.  A  police  inspector,  during 
th*:  examination  of  a  prisoner,  held 
the  lighted  end  of  a  cigar  on  the  back 

"close  up"  showed  the  burning  of  the 
flesh  and  ttawt  victim's  agonized  face. 
Anyone  who  has  witnessed  uny  Amer- 
ican "croog**  plays  can  call  to.  mind 
several  Instances  where  the  hapless 
prisoner  has  been  man-handled.  Ask 
anyone  who  knows  India  whether  the 
effect  of  such  films  Is  likely  to  be 
beneficial  towards  British  administra- 
tion of  justice,  and  he  can  have  but 
one  reply.  » 

A  statement  made  recently  by  an 
Indian  in  a  newspaper  to  the  effect 
that"  the  British  war-films  were  a 
failure  out  there,  creating  an  Impres- 
sion that  we  wsrs  *  losing  the  war," 
is  an  instance  of  how  little  the  native 
comprehends  the  films,  for  a  very 
small  minority  of  India's  three  hun- 
dred and  fifteen  millions  have  the 
ability  to  read  the  English  tltleH 
which  explain  so  much  that  the  ac- 
tion alone  is  unable  to  do.  Is  it  any 
wonder  that  the  Indian  mind  is  filled 
with  suspicion  and  distrust  of  the 
British  T  .A  number  of  accusations 
made  by  native  witnesses  against 
Government  officials  concerned  In 
putting  down  the  insurrection  *ln  the 
Punjaub  have  been  proved  baseless 
and  without  foundation,  and  can  only 
have  their  origin  in  this  suspicion 
and  doubt. 

Wanted— A  Censor 

The  only  solution  is  to  Institute  a 
censorship  that  shall  examine  all 
films  for  public  exhibition  through 
Hindustan,  and  turn  down  any  cal- 
culated falsely  to  inform  or  mislead 
its  inhabitants.  Films  arriving  in

ConflrmaUon  classes  were  formed 
first,  but  In  order  to  overcome  the 
prejudice  ot.m/any  dt  the  parents  who 
had  been  accustomed,  in  their  Lu- 
theran churches'  to  begin  their  re- 
ligions education  with  a  catechism,  a 
catechism  was  prepared.

A  sti- 
pend of  $900  a  year,  with  a  family  to 
support  and  transportation,  oyer  .  a 
parish  from  ten  to  forty  miles  in  ex- 
tent to  provide  for.,  was  stated  to  be 
the  annual  income  of  clergymen  work- 
ing on  Vancouver  Island  in  1916.  In 
faith  that  Church  members. and  loyal 
Ottlsens  Would  recognize  this  injustice 
.and  unite  to  remedy  it,  the  stipends  of 
the  clergy  la  country  parishes  were 
Increased  last  July  to  $1,200  a  year. 
At '  this  week's  synod,  in  View  of  the 
Increasing  cost  of  living  generally,  an 
increase  to  $1,400  was  recommended, 
This,  It  was  painted  d«.  when  offered- 
as  the  salary  of  on»  who  after  years 
of  special  training  seeks  to  serve  his 
feUow  cltixans  and  the  community  and 
provide  the  means  to  do  it,  is  not  ex- 
cessive, but  in  order  to  secure  this 
living  wage  for  nearly  thirty  ministers, 
gifts  large  and  small- from  every  mem- 
ber of  the  church  according  to  his 
capacity  must  be  made. 

How  Money  Is  Spent 
While  every  contributor  has  the 
privilege  of  marking  his  subscription 
to  any  particular  fund  or  object  in  the 
appeal,  a  statement  has  been  issued 
showing  bow  the  money  given  will  be 
used.  The  total  financial  object  is 
$85,000,  $60,000  of  which  will  be  in- 
vested to  provide  for  clergy  stipends 
In  Vancouver  Island  and  the  diocese, 
and  $25,000  Is  the  share  allotted  to 
the  diocese  of  Columbia  towards  the 
$2,500,000  being  raised  by  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  of  England  1  In 
Canada.  Of  this  latter  sum  small  per- 
centages will  be  applied  to  the  pro- 
vision of  pensions  for  aged  clergymen, 
for  work  in  new  settlements  and 
wherever  the  Anglican  Church  in 
Canada  Is  officially  represented  and 
definite  needs  of  her  organized  work 
have  been  made  known. 


A  further  statement  from  the  synod 
office  points  out  that  while  owing  to 
the  urgency  ef  the  needs,  cash  pay- 
ments, in  whole  or  part,  are  desirable, 
the  total  thankoffering  of  any  sub- 
scriber may  be  extended  over  twenty- 
one  months,  and  paid  by  instalments 
on  March  15  and  November  16,  in 
1S20  and  1921.  It  Is  also  announced; 
that  aU  cheques,  etc.,  should  be  made 
payable  to  the  Anglican  Synod  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia.

A  Little  Girl  Who  Became 
a  Famous  Scientist 

FJMFTY  years  ago  a  little  girl,  three  years 
old,  ran  about  the  room  where  her 
father  taught  and  studied  and  at  other  times 
sat  quite  still  watching  the  wonderful  things 
that  happened  as  he  worked  with  glass  bot- 
tles, some  of  which  were  held  over  tiny 
flames.  There  were  strange  noises  and  queer 
smells,  but  little  Marie  only  knew  that  her 
dear  father  was  near  and  that  he  would  not  let 
harm  come  to  her. 

•  Her  mother  died  when  she  was  a  baby  and 
he  had  cared  for  her  ever  since  she  could  re- 
member. When  she  grew  a  little  older  he  let 
her  keep  the  bottles  and  tubes  and  Stands 
clean  and  told  her  pretty  stories  about  the 
W'onderftll  things  that  happen  in  the  world 
around  us.  She  listened,  too,  while  he  talked 
to  the  men  and  women  who  came  to  study  in 
the  laboratory,  as  the  room  was  called. 

The  home  of  Professor  Sklodonski  and  his 
little  daughter  was  Warsaw,  in  Poland.  The 
Russian  Czar  was  ruler  of  that  part  of  the 
country  and  the  people  lived  in  .dread  of  his 
Government,  which  was  cruel  and  unjust. 

Marie  went  to  school,  where  she  learned 
quickly,  but  she  loved  better  to  listen  to  her 
father  and  study  with  him.  She  graduated 
from  the  gymnasium,  something  like  our  High 
School,  when  she  was  sixteen  with  a  gold 
medal  for  mathematics  and  sciences.  Her 
father  had  always  been  so  eager  to  make  dis- 
coveries that  he  spent  all  but  a  bare  living  on 
his  work. 

Marie  had  never  found  work  hard.  She 
loved  to  wash  and  clean  and  to  keep  her  mind 
fixed  on  the  lectures  given  and  the  experi- 
ments made  by  her  father  z-r  other  pro- 
fessors. But  when  she  was  governess  to  '  Mi 
young  ladies  who  cared  for  nothing  so  much 
as  pretty  clothes  and  amusements,  she  did  not 
like  teaching. 

When  she  was  about  twenty-four  the 
students  who  went  to  her  father's  lectures, 
and  many  others  throughout  the  Czar's  do- 
minions, offended  the  Government  because 
they  wanted  to  be .  free  and  loved  Poland. 
Some  of  them  had  talked  to  Marie,  and  she 
was  afraid  she  might  be  asked  to  speak 
against  her  friends.  To  prevent  this,  she 
dressed  up  as  an  old  lady,  took  what  little 
money  she  had  and  bought  a  railway  ticket 
for  Paris.  New  troubles  began  then.  The 
Polish  girl,  in  broken  French,  went  from  one 
laboratory  to  another  asking  to  be  allowed  to 
be  an  assistant.  Everywhere  she  was  told 
that  girls  were  not  wanted.  At  last,  after  liv- 
ing for  a  long  time  in  a  garret  on  black  bread 
and  milk,  and  not  much  of  that,  a  kind-hearted 
professor  agreed  to  let  her  clean  the  glasses 
and  tend  to  the  furnace  in  his  laboratory  in 
the  Sorbonne. 

As  you  may  gues*.  Marie  made  herself  so 
nseful  that  she  was  soon  allowed  to  work  with 
the  other  students.  She  continued  to  live 
sparingly  and  saved  money  to  attenl  classes 
m  the  university.    In  two  years  she  took  a 


degree  in  mathematics  and  then  another  in 
physic.-;  and  chemistry 

Among  her  fellow-workers  at  the  Sorbonne 
was  a  young  man  named  Pierre  Curie  "We 
love  each  other  and  we  love  the  same  things ; 
let  us  marry,"  he  said  ouc  lay  Marie  con- 
sented. !n  their  new  home  the  two  scientists 
shared  a  small  laboratory,  in  which  before 
long  a  ftrile  girl  was  running  about  as  Marie 
had  done  in  her  home  in  Warsaw. 

Husband  and  wife  worked  together  and 
the  wife  discovered  the  wonderful  substance 
called  radium,  which  gives  out  light  and  heat 
and  never  appears  to  grow  less.  All  the  world 
now  honored  the  little  woman  who  came  so 
near  starving  in  the  Paris  streets. 

Another  Tittle  girl  danced  about  the  pretty 
home  in  Paris  where  the  Curie's  lived.  Then 
a  terrible  thing  happened.  While  crossing  a 
street  the  father  was  killed  by  a  heavy  dray. 

It  was  a  great  shock,  but  there  were  her 
two  little  girls  to  live  for  and  more  work  to  ~ 
be  done.  Madame  Curie  has  gone  on  teaching 
and  exploring  that  wonderful  hidden  world 
of  which  most  people  know  so  little.  The 
greatest  men  in  the  world  have  listened  to  her 
words.  In  1903  she  shared  with  her  husband 
the  Xobel  prize  of  $40,000,  awarded  for  the 
greatest  scientific  discovery.  In  191 1  she 
gained  it  again,  the  only  time  the  prize  has 
been  twice  awarded  to  the  same  person. 

At  the  beginning  of  last  year  Madame 
Curie,  as  old  now  as  she  pretended  to  be  when 
she  set  ottf  on  her  journey  to  France,  was 
still  teaching  and  studying  in  Paris.  Her 
daughters  are  young  ladies,  her  native  land  is 
free  and  she  is  rich  and  honored.

Once  satisfied  you  were  ap- 
proved by  the  god  he  called  master  and  god- 
dess he  called  mistress,  he  had  an  embarrass- 
ing way  of  standing  on  his  hind  legs  and 
placing  his  front  ones  around  your  neck — a 
caress  quite  likely,  if  you  we're  not  well 
braced,  to  knock  you  off  your  feet.  He  was 
the  inseparable  companion  of  the  baby  of  the 
family— a  boy  of  four  or  five— who  had  a  pre- 
dilection for  running  away.

The  Wheatfields  of  India 

I  ~  

\  A  I'CH  wheat  is  grown  in  the  northwest 
AVI  of  India,  though  rice  is  the  principal 
crop  of  the  whole  peninsula.  Indian  wheat 
fields  are  small  and  the  mode  of  cultivation 
very  old-fashioned  in  most  parts  of  the  wheat 
growing  region.  The  farmer  has  a  little 
wooden  plough  with  a  small  iron  plough- 
share. It  is  so  light  that  he  can  carry  it  on 
his  "shoulders  and  may  be  drawn  through  the 
fine,  light  soil  easily  by  two  oxen.  Some- 
times a  bamboo  tube  fitted  into  the  plough 
drops  the  seed  into  the  earth. 

Where  the  soil  is  heavier  and  the  clods 
harden  in  the  sun  a  heavy  plough  and  many 
oxen  are  used.  A  great  beam  of  wood  drawn 
over  the  freshly  turned  earth  presses  in  the 


seeds,  smooths  the  ground  and  keeps  in  the 
moisture. 

If.  in  the  early  Summer,  the  southwest 
monsoon  brings  showers  from  the  Indian 
Ocean,  the  harvest  will  be  good.  The  full 
ears  of  wheat  are  cut  off  with  a  sickle  and 
the  grain  tramped  out  by  oxen.  «as  in  Bible 
times.  The  .kernels  are  separated  from  the 
chaff  by  being  poured  from  a  height  when  a 
strong  breeze  is  blowing.  The  small  crops  of 
the  little  farms  are  so  very  numerous  that 
after  the  people  keep  enough  for  themselves, 
large  cargoes  of  wheal)  are  sent  to  England. 

Little  <by  little  the  natives  of  India  are  be- 
ing taught  better  ways  of  farming.  They 
fertilize  the  soil  and  water  is  stored  up  so 
that  when  dry  seasons  come  there  is  less 
danger  of  starving  because  of  the  total  failure 
of  the  wheat  harvest.  Railroads,  too,  carry 
the  grain  from  fruitful  fields  to  districts 
where  crops  .have  failed^  Nowhere  has  the 
work  of  British  engineers  bnought  more 
blessings  than  to  the  millions  of  people  who 
cultivate  the  land  and  gather  the  harvests  in 
India.

Ingenious  Ants 

A  month  or  two  ago  I  got  a  lot  of  ants 
and  eggs  from  a  nest  and  put  them  in  a  glass 
jar  about  three-quarters  full  of  moist  earth. 
On  the  top  of  the  earth  I  put  moss  and 
planted  #rass. 

About  half  an  hour  after  they  had  been 
put  in  1  noticed  that  the  ants  had  carried  the 
eggs  and  young  under  the  moss  and  arranged 
them  in  order  of  growth. 

For  food  I  put  three  caterpillars  in  the  jar 
and  in  a  short  time  two  of  them  had  been 
killed  and  dragged  under  the  moss. 

Next  morning  I  was  surprised  to  find  the 
ants  making  a  tunnel  in  the  jar,  right  at  the 
bottom,  each  ant  bringing  up  tiny  particles  of 
earth.  When  the  tunnel  downward  was  com- 
pleted a  horizontal  tunnel  was  made  on  the 
bottom  of,  the  jar. 

The  whole  arrangement  strongly  resembled 
a  coal  mine.  The  next  proceeding  was  the 
removal  of  all  eggs.  etc..  down  to  the  bottom 
of  the  jar,  and  the  day  after  saw  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work. 


Setting  a  Bird's  Wing 

THE  following  story,  told  by  Mr.  E.  F. 
Keller,  a  bird  lover  in  the  United  States, 
shows  what  may  be  done  by  a  man  with  a 
kind  heart  and  a  skilful  hand  to  help  the  shy- 
est of  birds.    Mr.  Keller  says: 

"One  Sunday  morning  in  the  early  Fall  of 
1917,  a  little  bby  brought  me  a  full- 
grown  cedar  waxwing  that  he  had  rescued 
from  a  cat.  Its  right  wing  hung  down  limply, 
but  a  careful  examination  showed  that  the 
injury  was  only  a  flesh  wound.  The  bird 
seemed  to  realize  its  helpless  condition,  and 
showed  no  fear,  and  when  I  offered-  it  some 
raspberries,  it  ate  them  while  perched  on  the 
boy's  finger. 

"I  carefully  washed  the  wounded  wing 
with  disinfectant  and,  after  drving  it  with 
cotton,  dusted  it  over  with  aristol.  T  then  had 
my  son  hold  the  bird  while  I  carefully  placed 
the  wing  in  its  natural  position  and  bound  it 
with  lantern  slide  binding  tape,  which 
covered  the  wing,  but  left  the  injured  tissues 
exposed.  I  placed  the  bird  in  a  box.  where 
it  promptly  proceeded  to  preen  its  feathers. 

It  thrived  on  a  diet  of  elderberries  and 
meal  worms,  and  it  seemed  pleased  to  be 
taken  for  an  airing.  Strange  to  say,  it  made 
no  attempt  to  fly.  Aften  ten  days  the  wound 
had  healed  so  well  that  I  submerged  the  bird 
in  warm  water  and  removed  the  binding  tape. 
I  then  set  my  patient  on  a  branch  of  a  cedar 
tree  in  front  of  the  porch,  where  it  sat  in  the 
sunshine  for  about  an  hour  land  'then  began  to 
preen  its  feathers.  It  worked  particularly  on 
the  wing  that  had  been  bandaged,  and,  to  my 
astonishment,  it  flew  to  the  top  of  a  shrub 
thirty  feet  away'  without  effort.  From  that 
time  until  it  flew  away  with  a  "flock  of  cedar 
waxwings  I  let  it  go  and  come  at  will." 

A  HUNGRY  LLAMA 


A  most  unhappy  fate  befell  a  young  llama 
that  came  into  the  port  of  New  York  on  the 
U.S.S.  Munaires,  says  a  contributor  to  The 
Zoological  Society  Bulletin.  United  States 
sailors  won  the  animal  at  a  ball  game  in 
Buenos  Aires,  and  brought  him  north  with 
the  intention  of  presenting  him  to  the  New 
York  Zoological  Park.  Not  realizing  his 
capacity  for  food,  they  failed  tq,  bring  enough 
hay  to  last  until  they  reached  port,  especially 
since  they  generously  permitted  the  llama  to 
wander  .into  the  hay  compartment  at  will  and 
eat  all  he  wished  at  each  visit.  The  hay  gave 
out  when  the  ship  was  crossing  the  equator, 
but  the  llama  solved  the  difficulty  temporarily 
by  discovering  several  brooms  and  eating  the 
last  wisp  of  straw  from  the  handles.  * 

In  desperation,  the  men  collected  all  the 
brooms  on  board  and  fed  them  to  the  llama. 
When  the  brooms  were  gone,  the  animal  be- 
came demonstrative,  but  he  refused  every  sub- 
stitute until  they  offered  him  dried  prunes. 
On  that  diet  he  arrived  in  New  York  alive 
and  apparently  well,  but  during  a  sudden  cold 
spell  he  developed  bronchial  troubles,  and  fin- 
ally died  of  pneumonia.

Fear  That  Killed 


MR.  CHANAPPA,  a  writer  in  The  Wjde 
World  Magazine,  tells  a  story  wbteh 
at  once  illustrates  the  dread  of  the  tiger 
among  the  villagers  of  India  and  shows  that 
fear  is  sometimes  literally  mortal. 

While  traveling  in  the  Tappu  Kanve, 
which,  until  recent  years,  was  infested  with 
robbers  and  wild  beasts,  says  Mr.  Chanappa 
in  The  Wide  World  Magazine,  I  struck  pe 
trail  of  a  caravan  and  decided  to  halt.

Taking  our  rifles,  Abdalla  and  I  entered 
the  jungle  in  the  hope  of  bagging  the  quarry. 
We  wandered  about "  for  some  time,  and 
*  eventually  returned  to  the  camp..  Then  I 
learned  that  one  of  the  men  had  not  come 
back.  1  was  on  the  point  of  going  out  to 
hunt  for  him  when  he  came  staggering  in. 

"Sahib."  he  said,  "there  is  a  man  in  the 
jungle  holding  a  stick  and  kneeling  down,  and 
a  tiger  standing  in  front  of  him." 

Wc  got  him  to  lead  the  way.  and  after  ten 
minutes'  walk  w;e  finally  came  out  into  some 
stubble  and  saw  a  remarkable  sight.  Sure 
enough,  there  was  a  man  kneeling  in  the  very 
act  of  firing  a  gun,  and  a  tiger  stalking  him 
only  a  few  yards  away.  As  we  appeared,  the 
great  cat  bounded  off.  but  when  Abdalla  fired 
and  hit  him  in  the  shoulder,  he  then  turned 
and  faced  us,  and  \ye  finished  him    with  a 


second  shot. 

The  man.  we  then  discovered,  was  dead. 
He  must  have  died  of  sheer  fright.  Yet  he 
had  remained  in  the  same  position,  and  we 
concluded  that  his  dilated  eyes  must  have  in- 
timidated the  tiger  and  have  kept  him  at  a 
distance. 


The  Steam  Hammer 

JAMES  NASMYTH.  the  inventor  of  the 
steam  hammer,  died  in  1890.  This  re- 
markable tool,  or  "engine."  was  invented 
about  1839  and  worked  a  great  change  in  our 
engineering  shops.  Between  two  stalwart  up- 
rights, or  guides,  the  ponderous  hammer-head 
rises  and  falls,  the  force  of  the  blow  being 
greatly  increased  by  the  pressure  of  steam 
which  is  admitted  behind  the  hammer,  thus 
driving  it  down  in  much  the  same  way  that 
the  expansion  of  *tcam  works  the  piston-rod 
of  a  locomotive.  So  complete  was  the  control 
of  the  workman  over  the  blows  he  wished  to 
give  that  it  was  possible  to  let  the  hammer 
descend  upon  a  watch  placed  beneath  it.  with- 
out breaking  the  glass,  the  measurement  being 
so  accurate  that  the  watch  was  harmlessly 
pinched  between  the  hammer  and  bed-plate 
beneath.

If  the  frightened  little,  girl  could  have 
covered  the  baby  over  with  a  blanket,  mat  or 
heavy  coat  and  wrapped  it  tightly  round  it, 
the  flames  would  have  been  put  out,  though 
the  baby  would  have  been  burned  severely. 
The  air' feeds  the  flames  and  the  best  way  of 
putting  them  out  is  to  shut  off  the  supply. 

It  is  better  still  to  sec  that  matches  or  any- 
thing else  that  will  light  easily  are  kept  out 
of  children's  reach,  but  this  part  of  the  story 
is  for  the  grown-ups  in  the  home..

Distinguished  members  of  the  French  Aca- 
demy are  puzzling  over  the  question  of  the 
recognition  of  war  slang  words  in  the  National 
Dictionary,  and  opinions  are  said  to  vary  con-# 
siderably. 

It  is  generally  considered  that  the  term 
"poilu"  (literally,  "hairy  one")  is  an  un- 
worthy synonym  for  the  heroic  French  sol- 
dier. On  the  other  hand,  M.  Briex  considers 
that  "Bochc"  will  appear  in  the  next  edition 
of  the  dictionary  of  the  Academy  with  the  de- 
finition, "Term  of  contempt  earned  by  the 
Germans  during  the  last  war." 

Some  English  philologists  have  already  re- 
cognized the  right  of  war  slang  terms  to  dic- 
tionary immortality.  In  Cassel's  New  Eng- 
lish Dictionary  appears  a  supplement  contain- 
ing the  following,  and  many  other  classic  ex- 
amples of  war  talk: 

Old  bean:  Old  fellow.  Brass  hat:  Staff 
officer.  Clobber:  Clothing.  Cushy:  Good 
job,  good  pay.  and  little  to  do.  Fed  up:  To 
have  nothing  to  do.  Wind  up:  To  get  ner- 
vous and  excited.  Eyewash :  Humbug.  Funk- 
hole:  Government  job.  Highbrow :  A  highly 
superior  person.  Umpteen :  Any  number. 
Napoo:  Nothing  doing.  Wash-out:  Failure 
or  muddle. 

"Wind-up."  "wash-out."  and  "tfmpteen" 
are  a  few  of  the  most  familiar  war  expres- 
sions that  «/c  still  frequently  heard.  Many 
others, 'such  as  "strafe"  and  "old  bean,"  seem 
to  be  dying  a  natural  death. 

Professor  Gollancz,  Professor  of  English 
language  and  literature,  King's  College,  has 
expressed  the  opinion  that  ''camouflage^  and 
"khaki"  are  among  the  few  war  "slangs"  like- 
ly to  remain.

SOMETIMES  the  woman  who  is  inclined 
to  be  stout  neglects  to  pay  enough  at- 
tention to  hat  and  coiffure.  She  thinks  too 
much  about  her  figure  and  too  little  about  her 
head,  and  very  often  by  a  hat  of  the  wrong 
size,  or  a  coiffure  wrongly  arranged,  she 
makes  herself  look  stouter  than  she  really  is. 
Proportion  should  be  the  fetish  of  the  stout 
woman,  for  a  large  figure  may  be  made  to 
look  smaller— or  at  least  less  conspicuously 
large— if  every  line  and  detail  is'  in  perfect 
proportio/i. 

No  stout  woman  should  trust  to  a  dressing 
mirror  in  which  she  sees  herself  only  as  far  as 
the  waistline  or  the  hips.  It  is  absolutely  .es- 
sential that  the  proportions  of  the  whole  sil- 
houette be  studied  at  one  time,  for  then  only 
can  it  be  judged  whether  the  hat  is  just  right 
for  the  figure,  the  location  of  the  waistline 
correct  and  the  length  of  the  skirt  exactly 
what  it  should  be.  All  these  things  are  of 
paramount  importance  if  the  stout  woman  is 
to  make  the  very  most  of  herself.  And  that 
means,  rather  contrarily,  to  make  herself  ap- 
pear less  than  nature — or  indolence,  or  too 
much  indulgence  in  good  things  of  the  table — 
has  made  her.

ON  ENTERING  A  NEW  HOUSE 


MANY  housewives  in  reading  a  recipe 
which  contains  cookery  \  words  or 
phrases  of  French  extraction  are  very  puzzled 
if  they  do  not  happen  to  be  familiar  with  the 
language. 

Following  are  meanings  of  some  of  the 
most  commonly  used  terms: 

A  la,  au,  aux :  With  or  dresesd  in  a  certain 
style.  - 

.    Americaine  (a  la) :  In  American  style. 

Ancienne  (a  la) :  In  old  style. 

Au  gratin:  Dishes  covered  with  crumbs 
'and  browned  in  the  oven. 

Bechamel  (a  la)  :  With  sauce  made  of 
chicken  stock  and  milk  or  cream. 

Bisque :  A  rather  thick  soup  usually  made 
from  shellfish,  or  an  ice  cream  to  which  is 
added  finely  chopped  nuts. 

Blanch:  Literally,  to  whiten.  To  parboil, 
to  scald  vegetables,  nuts  and  so  forth,  in  order 
to  remove  their  skins. 

Blanquette:  White  meat  in  cream  sauce 
that  lias  been  thickened  with  eggs. 

Bombe  glace:  Ice  cream  and  tee  moulded 
together  or  two  kinds  of  ice  cream.  Outside 
of  one  kind  and  the  filling  of  another. 

Bouillon:  A  clear  broth  made  from  lean 
beef.    Exception,  clam  bouillon. 

Bourgeoise  (a  la) :  In  family  style. 

Braising:  Stewing  in  covered  pan,  heat 
above  and  below. 

Cafe  au  lait:  Coffee  with  milk. 

Cafe  noir:  Black  coffee. 

Canape:  Usually  toast  with  cheese  or  pot- 
ted meat  spread  upon  it.  Sometimes  made 
with  pastry. 

Cannelon :  Meat  stuffed,  rolled  up  and 
roasted  or  braised. 

Capon :  A  chicken  castrated  for  the  sake  of 
improving  the  quality  of  the  flesh. 

Charlotte:  A  preparation  of  cream  or  fruit, 
formed  in  a  mould,  lined  with  fruit  or  cake. 

Chartreuse :  A  mould  of  aspic  in  which  are 
vegetables,  meat  or  fruit;  filling  the  centre  of 
the  mould.  Used  to  denote  anything  con- 
cealed. 

Chaud-froid:  Literaly,  hot  cold.  In  cook- 
ery a  jellied  sauce. 

Chou-fleur:  Cauliflower. 

Compotes:  Fruits  stewed  in  syrnp  and 
kept  in  original  shape. 

Consomme :  Clear  soup,  usually  made  from 
two  or  three  kinds  of  meat,  highly  seasoned. 

Creole  (a  laj;  With  tomatoes. 

-Croustade:  A  kind  of  patty  made  of  bread 
or  prepared  rice. 

Croutons:  A  small  cut  of  fried  or  toasted 
bread  used  in  soup. 

Ded':Of. 

Demi-tasse:  A  small  cup;  term  usually  ap- 
plies to  after-dinner  coffee. 

Eclair:  Pastry  or  cake  filled  with  cream. 

Entrees:  Small  made  dishes  served  after 
first  course  of  a  formal  dinner. 

Farcie:  Stuffed. 

Fillets :  Long  thin  pieces  of  boneless  meat 
or  fish,  generally  rolled  and  tied. 


Fines  herbeS:  Minced  parsley,  chives, 
chervil,  etc. 

Fondant :  Melting.  Boiled  sugar,  the  basis 
of  French  candy. 

Fondue :  A  preparation  of  eggs  and  melted 
cheese. 

Frappe:  Semi-frozen. 

Frjcassee:  A  stew  in  which  meat  is  first 
fried  slightly. 

Fricassee  de  poulet :  Fricassee  of  chicken. 

Fromage:  Cheese. 

Glace :  Iced  or  glossed  over. 

Hors-d'oeuvres:  Side  dishes.  Relishes. 

Jardiniere:  Mixed  vegetables  served  in 
their  own  sauce. 

Julienne:  Vegetables  cut  in  match-like 
strips. 

Lentils:  A  variety  of  the  bean  family  used 
for  soups  especially. 

Macaroni  au  fromage:  Macaroni  with 
cheese. 

Macedoine:  A  mixture  of  several  kinds  of 
vegetables.    Used  for  fruit  combinations  also. 
Marrons:  Chestnuts. 

Meringue:  The  whites  of  epgs  whipped  to 
a  standing  froth  with  powdered  sugar. 

Mousse:  Ice  cream  made  with  whipped 
cream. — Frozen  without  stirring. — 14a-s~mossv 


texture. 

Noel:  Christinas. 
Noir:  Black. 

Omelette  aux  champignons:  Omelet  with 
mushrooms. 

Omelette  aux  fines  herbes:  Omelet  with 
minced  parsley,  chives,  chervil,  and  so  forth. 

Pate:  Some  preparation  of  pastry,  usually 
a  small  pie.  Hence,  "Patty-pans." 

Pate  de  fois  gras:  Small  pie  filled  with  fat- 
ted goose  livers. 

Pois:  Peas. 

Pommes  de  terre  a  la  lyonnaise:  Lyon- 
naise  potatoes. 

Puree:  Vegetables  or  cereals  cooked  and 
rubbed  through  a  sieve  to  make  a  thick  soup. 

Queues  de  boeuf:  Ox  tail. 

Ragout:  A  highly  seasoned  meat  dish, 
really  stewed  meat  in  rich  gravy. 

Rechauffe:  Anything  warmed  over. 

Salade  de  laitue:  Lettuce  salad. 

Salpicon :  A  mixture  of  fruits  in  a  flavored 
syrup  or  highly  seasoned  minced  meat  mixed 
with  a  thick  sauce.  » 

Saute:  To  fry  lightly  in  hot  fat  or  butter, 
not  deep  enough  to  cover  the  food  cooked. 

Sorbet:  Frozcn.punch.  This  name  is  often 
given  to  water  ice  when  several  kinds  of  fruit 
are  used. 

Supreme:  White  cream  sauce  made  from 
chicken  stock. 

Tarte  aux  pommes:  Apple  pie. 

Timbalc:  A  small  unsweetened  custard 
usually  seasoned  with  fish,  meat  or  vege- 
tables and  baked  in  a  mould  and  turned  out 
while  hot. 

Truffles:  A  species  of  fungi,  similar  to 
mushrooms,  growing  in  clusters  sorne  inches 
below  the  surface1  of  the  ground.

Household  Hints

After  pouriqg  paraffin  on  top  of  jelly,  while 
it  is  still  hot  insert  one  end  of  a  small  slip  of 
paper  with  name  of  jelly  written  on  it  so 
that  it  can  be  easily  read.  This  is  much  better 
than  pasting  slip  on  the  outside  of  the  glass 
or  jar,  as  it  often  rubs  off. 

To  'Fold  Skirts  for  Traveling 

Fasten  the  waist  band  and  pin  the  middle 
of  the  back  to  the  centre  of  the  front.  Then 
lay  the  skirt  out  flat  on  a  table,  and  with  two 
pieces  of  tissue  paper  as  foundations,  roll  the 
skirt  over  and  over  toward  the  front;  first  from 
the  ight  side  of  the  skirt,  then  from  the  left,  so 
forming  two  rolls  that  lie  parallel  to  each  other. 
If  the  garment  has  to  be  folded  crosswise  to 
admit  of  its  being  packed  in  suit  case  or  trunk, 
place  a  wad  of  tissue  paper  or  newspaper 
underneath  the  crease.  Skirts  so  packed  take 
very  little  room  and  show  no  traces  of  traveling 
in  small  compass.  "

Natural-colored  burlap  makes  very  service- 
able covers  for  porch  pillows.  To  decorate, 
cut  inch-wide  strips  of  bright  silk  (possibly 
from  discarded  neckties  or  hair  ribbons  which 
have  been  washed),  thread  in  a  tape  needle  and 
darn  in  half-inch  stitches  through  the  loosely 
woven  burlap  a  bold  design  of  interlaced 
squares  or  triangles,  or  a  swastika.  A  half 
dozen  covers  can  be  made  In  an  afternoon,  and 
they  are  very  effective  when  piled  in  a  porch 
settee  or  Gloucester  hammock  on  the  piazza 
of  the  Summer  bungalow.

A  variation  of  escalloped  potatoes  may  be 
made  by  placing  the  potatoes  in  the  pan  in 
the  usual  layers;  then  pour  a  salad  dressing, 
with  onions  and  a  bit  of  parsley  added  to  it, 
instead  of  the  usual  milk,  over  each  layer.

Recipes 


Try  putting  a  strip  of  mending  tissue 
between  the  goods  and  the  facing  and  press 
with  a  warm  iron.  The  opening  will  not  gape 
as  when  stitched  down,  and  there  are  no 
stitches  to  show  and  give  an  untidy  effect 

An  excellent  bookcase  for  stud^its  is  made 
in  the  following  way:  Procure  for  shelves, 
four  smooth  boards,  twenty  inches  long,  ten 
inches  wide,  and  about  two- thirds  inch  thick. 
Have  twelve  thin  slats  made  one  and  one-half 
inches  wide  and  thirty-one  indies  long.  Screw 
a  slat  on  to  the  extreme  ends  of  the  sides  of 
the  shelves  to  accommodate  the  text-books. 
Screw  the  otheV  slats  to  the  shelves,  one  and 
one-half  inches  apart.  This  will  leave  an  open 
space  of  sewn  inches  in  the  middle  of  each 
shelf.  There  are  no  slats  on  the  ends  of  the 
shf  Ives.  Take  the  long  screw  from  the  top  of 
a  discarded  piano  stool  and  fasten  it  to  the 
.perttre  of  the  under  side  of  the  lowest  shelf. 
Screw  the  bookcase  into  the  piano  stool.  The

Baked  Dumplings 

Make  a  rich  biscuit  dough  as  follows:  2 
cups  flour,   3  tablespoons   shortening,  1  tea- 
spoon salt,  4  level  teaspoons  baking  powder 
Moisten  with  half  cup  milk  and  water;  mix 
and  roll  as    for  pie   crust,  only    have  crust 
thicker.    Then  peel    and    core  4  good  sized 
apples  and  cut  them  in  sixths;  cut  a  round 
piece  of  dough  and  put  4  pieces  of  apple  in  the 
centre.

jTORM  without,  storm  within,  yet 
China  remains  as  she  has  been 
since  time  immemorial,  a  vast 
beehive  in  wttich  the  myriada  of 
workers  never  cease  working, 
writes  the  Peking  correspondent  of  The  Lon- 
don Times.  They  live  eternally  on  the  edge 
of  starvation ;  constant  industry  brings  them 
just  the  wherewithal  to  live,  and  no  more.  A 
single  day  of  case  and  they  fall  behind  in  the 
struggle  for  existence.  There  are  rich  people 
and  well-to-people,  and  there  are  regions 
where  the  struggle  is  not  so  hard,  but  the  vast 
majority  are  slaves  to  the  primary  duty  of  man, 
to  labor  unceasingly  for  daily  bread.  , 

There  are  so  many  aspects,  of  China  not 
realized  by  the  peoples  of  the  West  that  it  is 
difficult  to  write  intelligibly  of  her  for  West- 
ern readers.  Here  is  a  land  in  which,  from 
the  Western  point  of  view,  there  is  no  Gov- 
ernment. Yet  the  country  functions  by  itself. 
In  this  land  the  Government  does  almost  noth- 
ing for  the  people,  yet  the  people  do  not  rise 
up  against  it..  There  is  always  famine  some- 
re  within  the  borders  of  China,  where  tens 
of  thousands  die,  sometimes  millions,  although 
elsewhere  within  reach  there  may  be  plenty. 
But  there  is  no  administrative  machinery  to 
bring  relief  to  the  sufferers. 

Floods  devastate  whole  provinces,  and 
there  is  no  conservancy  worthy  the  name  and 
no  compensation  for  those  whose  possessions 
are  destroyed  and  whose  means  of  living  has 
been  taken  away.  Bands  of  robbers  arise 
where  there  is  misgovcrnmcnt  and  economic 
pressure  and  harry  whole  countrysides.  Pre- 
posterous political  struggles  let  loose  hordes 
of  soldiery  on  the  country,  which,  like  locusts, 
devour  everything  before  them.  Pestilence 
comes  and  there  is  no  resistance  to  its  dread 
ravages  among  people  who  are  entirely  with- 
out  scientific  knowledge  and  medical  organi/n- 
tion.  China  is  like  some  great  antediluvian 
monster,  groping  its  way  through  the  trackless 
jungles  of  the  past,  parasitic  from  head  to 
tail,  yet  stumbling  stolidly  along  unconscious 
of  its  own  aimlessness. 

There  is  no  parallel  to  China  elsewhere  in 
the  world.  Consider  its  hugeness,  its  immea- 
surable, undeveloped  wealth,  the  beauty  of  its 
lakes,  rivers  and  mountains,  its  exquisite  by- 
gone art,  the  stately  architecture  of  its  palaces 
and  temples  and  tombs,  the  patience  and  in- 
dustry of  its  long-suffering  inhabitants,  their 
orderly  and  law-abiding  character,  their 
monumental  ignorance,  the  utter  ineffective- 
ness of  the  political  and  administrative  or- 
ganizations, the  imbecility  of  the  official 
classes,  and  their  short-sighted,  unpatriotic 
and  ruthless  greed.  The  Chinese  possess  some 
of  the  finest  qualities  of  the  human  race,  yet 
their  country  as  a  whole  is  weak,  helpless  and 
corrupt,  and  has  not  long  ago  fallen  to  pieces 
solely  because  of  the  pusillanimity  of  its 
people.  Since  the  Revolution  it  would  have 
collapsed  utterly  but  for  the  influence  of 
foreign  powers,  which,  because  of  their  great 
vested  interests,  vigilantly  restrain  the 
tendency  towards  disintegration. 

A  Minute  Minority 
When  you  in  Kurope  sec  highly  educated 
and  intelligent  men  in  charge  of  Chinese  in- 
terests, in  diplomatic  missions  and  at  the 
Peace  Conference,  who  speak  and  think  like 
the  representatives  of  an  ordinary  civilized 
race,  you  will  be  disposed  to  pooh-pooh  the 
above  picture  of  China  as  she  is  today,  point- 
ing to  the  Revolution  which  has  turned  the 
country  into  a  great  modern  Republic,  to  the 
marvelous  abolition  of  opium  growing,  to 
the  firmness  of  Chinese  bonds  on  the  money 
markets  of  the  world,  to  the  great  trade  that 
has  wonderfully  withstood  the  demands  of 
the  war,  and  to  other  signs  of  advancement 
and  development.  We  who  dwell  in  the  land, 
however,  know  that  these  evidences  of  well- 
being  must  be  heavily  discounted. 

The  men  whom  you  see  in  Kurope  arc  the 
pick  of  a  microscopical  section  of  the  popula- 
tion which  has  acquired  a  knowledge  of 
foreign  things.  There  may  be  5,000  Chinese 
who  have  studied  abroad — there  may  even  be 
10,000.  There  may  be  50.000  who  have 
acquired  in  China,  mostly'  through  foreign 
missionary  schools  and  colleges,  something  of 
modern  education ;  possibly  the  number  could 
be  brought  up  to  100,000.  But  whatever  the 
actual  numbers,  it  is  a  fact  that  they  represent 
only  a  very  small  fraction  of  the  people.  It  is 
this  percentage,  the  only  articulate  section  of 
the  people,  which  has  made  the  Revolution, 
not  the  people  in  a,ny  sense  of  the  word. 

The  Revolution  has  resulted  in  the  over- 
throw of  the  Manchu  Monarchy,  but  instead 
of  there  having  been  created  in  its  place  a  Re- 
public, there  has  resulted  utter  chaos,  in  which 
usurpers  of  military  power  rule  in  separate 
provinces,  utterly  independent  of  the  so-called 
Central  Government,  corrupt,  tyrannical,  com- 
pletely indifferent  to  the  welfare  of  the  people. 
The  people  of  the  country  have  not  the 
shadow  of  a  voice  in  its  affairs.  The  Central 
Government  is  composed  of  a  small  clique  of 
militarists  who.  during  the  past  few  years, 
have  pledged  the  credit  and  resources  of  the 
country  for  untold  sums  of  money.  This  has 
been  wasted  on  ridiculous  military  enterprises, 
all  of  which  have  been  shameful  failures.  A 
handful  of  high  officers  have  been  made  rich 
and  a  million  or  so  of  men  have  been  kept  in 
disreputable  idleness.  The  whole  storv  of  the x 
struggle  between  North  and  South  is  pitiful. 

Chinese  bonds  stand  high  for  a  very  simple 
reason.*  Every  Chinese  issue  on  the  foreign 
market  is  secured,  not  alone  on  the  credit  of 
the  Chinese  Government,  but  on  specific 
security  controlled  by  foreigners.  The  whole 
of  the  customs  and  salt  revenues  are  in  the 
hands  qf  foreigners,  who  allocate  interest  and 
amortization  payable  abroad,  and  pay  only 
surpluses  to  the  Government.  AJ1  the  rail- 
ways, against  which  there  arc  foreign  loans, 
arc  controlled  more  or  less  by  foreigners,  who 
retain  sufficient  of  the  revenues  to  ensure  pay- 
ment of  foreign  charges.  There  is  no  such 
thing  on  the  foreign  markets  as  a  loan  secured 
only  on  the  credit  of  China. 

The  Real  Credit 
If  one  wishes  to  know  how  the  credit  of 
the  Chinese  Government  stands  one  must  look 
at  the  quotations,  published  daily  in  Peking, 
for  internal  loans.  This  is  how  thev  stood  on 
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1st  Year  ($1,000  denom.)  ."$20 

3rd  Year  ($5  and  $10)  *  64 
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5th  Year  ($5  and 
7th  Year,  short  term 

7th  Year,  20  years   29 

It  is  instructive  to  note  that  those  loans 
which  are  comparatively  high  arc  so  only  be- 
cause their  service  is  ensured  by  a  prominent 
foreign  official  who  is  able  to  lay  his  hands  on 
funds  under  foreign  control. 

Trade — foreign  trade — flourishes  because 
all  of  it  passes  in  and  out  of  Treaty  ports, 
most  of  them  on  the  coasts  and  rivers,  where 
they  enjoy  the .  protection  of  foreign  waT- 
ships.  China  by  treaty  is  bound  to  respect 
foreign  imports  proceeding  up-country,  and 
home  products,  purchased  up-country  by 
foreigners,  coming  to  the  coast  for  export. 
Practically  the  whole  of  the  commerce  from 
which  the  customs  revenue  is  derived  is 
foreign  and  conducted  independently  of  the 
Chinese  people.  The  slightest  interruption 
provoke&v  foreign  protest,  followed,  if  neces- 
sary, by  the  appearance  of  armed  ships. 

It  is  one  of  the  anomalies  of  China  that  the 
Chinese  may  be  busily  engaged  in  hostilities 
while  foreign  trade  goes  on  uninterruptedly. 
It  has  often  happened  so  at  .Shanghai,  even 
when  shells  are  flying  over  the  foreign  settle- 
ment. Without  the  presence  of  foreigners  in 
such  circumstances  every  form  of  activity 
would  be  hopelessly  paralyzed.  Fighting  in 
the  provinces,  away  from  Treaty  ports  results 
in  ghastly  chaos,  in  which  neither  life  nor  pro- 
perty has  any  security  and.  business  of  all 
kinds  comes  to  a  total  standstill.  This  has 
been  the  situation  at  one  time  or  another  in 
most  of  the  provinces  during  the  past  three 
years,  and  the  effect  on  internal  trade  has  been 
ruinous.  Foreign  trade  flourishes,  not  be- 
cause China  is  peaceful  and  developing,  but 
because  the  field  in  the  zones  surrounding  the 
Treaty  ports  is  so  rich  that  these  restricted 
areas  alone  are  sufficient  to  sustain  it. 

Imagine  China  free  of  pernicious  civil 
war.  the  iniquitous  likin  taxation  system 
abolished,  and  railways  and  roads  building 
without  restraint  as  the  requirements  of  com- 
merce demand.  Then  it  could  be  said  that 
trade  was  flourishing.  As  it  is.  enterprise  in 
China  is  hopelessly  stilled  by  the  rapacity  oi 
the  official  classes,  by  the  maladministration 
of  such  law  as  there  is.  by  meaningless  mili- 
tary struggles,  and  by  the  general  failure  of 
the  Government  t«>  fulfil  the  usual  functions 
of  government.  The  trade  of  China  is  really 
only  a  mere  fraction  of  what  it  might  be  if 
circumstances. were  more  favorable. 

Unwarlike  Warriors 
The  condition  of  China,  mercifully,  is  not 
anything  like  so  bad  as  it  might  be,  consider- 
ing the  disastrous  political  situation.  The 
reason  for  this  is  the  intensely  pacific  char- 
acter of  the  people  as  a  whole.  Even  the  sol- 
diers hate  fighting,  and  though  wc  hear  so 
much  of  militarism,  and  it  is  the  fact  that 
there  arc  over  a  million  men  tinder  arms, 
there  .is 'never  any  real  war  in  China.  Belli- 
gerent forces  sit  and  look  at  each  other,  cn- 
gago  occasionally  in  a  desultory  fashion,  and 
only  go  in  and  kill  w  hen  one  side  happens  to 
find  itself  with  an  overwhelming  advantage. 
Many  a  so-called  battle  is  merely  a  noisy  af- 
fair in  which  the  commander  of  one  side  has 
been  bribed  to  let  his  opponent  have  the  ap- 
pearance of  victory.  Pure  pugnacity  is  ab- 
sent from  these  encounters,  simply  because 
everybody  concerned  is  loth  to  risk  his  skin. 

Herein  is  the  root  reason  why  the  revolu- 
tion in  China  has  achieved  nothing.  The  re- 
volutionaries have  never  had  the  stomach  to 
go  in  and  make  a  clean  sweep  of  the  reaction- 
aries. The  reactionaries,  on  the  other 
hand,  though  they  control  the  so-called 
trained  armies,  have  never  been  able  to  put 
their  opponents  out  of  the  field,  and  for  exact- 
ly the  same  reason.  The  people  of  China  have 
no  interest  in  the  struggle  between  North  and 
South,  and  except  for  a  few  enthusiasts,  the 
forces  engaged  arc  purely  mercenary.  Nor 
have  the  forces  any  other  interest  in  the  con- 
flict beyond  the  reward  that  success  may 
bring  and  the  prospect  of  loot. 

China,  in  fact,  has  retrograded  sadly  since 
the  revolution  in  a  political  sense,  and  the 
country  is  infinitely  worse  off  under  the 
Manchu  autocracy.  This,  of  course,  is  the 
usual  result  of  revolutions,  and  for  favorable 
developments  here,  as  elsewhere,  we  must 
trust' to«the  future.  Meanwhile  it  is  plain  that 
China  is  changing  very  fast.  It  does  not 
seem  to  be  correct  to  say  that  the  spirit  of 
progress  has  taken  hold  of  the  people,  for  they 
are  not  moved  as  Western  peoples  by  waves 
of  popular  demand  for  advancement.  What  We 
are  seeing  is  that  the  shackles  of  tradition  are 
falling  from  them.  The  superstitious  objection 
to  railways,  tramways  and  other  foreign  de- 
vices has  almost  disappeared.  Provincial 
towns,  right  and  left  have  established  electric 
lighting  plants,  thanks  mainly  to  German 
enterprise.  The  Chinese  are  beginning  to 
realize  that  it  is  more  profitable  to  burn  coal 
than  roots.  The  value  pi  mining  machinery 
is  now  recognized  everywhere. 

Intelligent  merchants  perceive  that  there 
is  large  profit  to  be  derived  from  cotton  and 
flour  mills,  that,  foreign  pumps  are  infinitely 
more  efficacious  than  their  own  old-fashioned 
contrivances.  Steam  and  motor  launches  arc 
being  used  everywhere  on  the  immense  river 
and  canal  systems.  It  needs  only  a  little  time 
for  all  the  mechanical  devices  of  modern  civi- 
lization to  be  universally  adopted.  News- 
papers are  increasingly  read,  there  is  much 
demand  for  modern  education,  gaol  admin- 
istration* is  notably  improved  in  certain 
centres,  athletics  are  becoming  immensely 
popular  in  collages  and  schools,  the  necessity 
for  hygiene  is  slowly  but  surely  penetrating. 
Perhaps  it  is  regrettable  that  expediency  is  at 
the  bottom  of  these  developments  more  than 
any  natural  desire  for  improvement,  but  it  re- 
mains that  the  mind  of  the  people  is  opening 
and  that  they  arc  making  a  beginning  on  the 
pages  of  modern  civilisation,  for  good  or  evil. 

Ten  years  ago  in  Peking  foreigners  went 
out  to  dinner  in  palanquins,  and  the  usual 
vehicle  was  an  abominable  springlcss  cart, 
constructed  to  resist  the  unspeakable  roads 
and  streets  Today  there  are  a  thousand 
motor  car,,  in  the  capital,  fifty  miles  of  good 
streets  within  the  city,  and  100  miles  of  good 
roads  ontsi<lc  it.  .Improved  methods  are  be- 
g  planned  - 


cities  of  the  west,  and  it  only  needs  a  restora- 
tion of  pre-war  conditions  as  regards  foreign 
supplies  and  shipping  for  develomcnt  to  be 
infinitely  accelerated. 

The  Militarist  Incubus 

The  cloud  on  the  Horizon  is  the  miserable 
political  condition  of  the  country,  thanks  to 
the  militarist  incubus  and  the  strong  hold 
which  the  old-time  official  still  has  over  the 
county  It  is  not  contended  that  Young 
China  is  better  fitted  to  govern,  for  they  are 
as  corrupt  and  selfish  as  their  old-fashioned 
brethren  and  lack  the  administrative  ex- 
perience of  the  latter.  Nevertheless,  there  are 
capable  and  patriotic  officials  of  both  schools, 
and  some  of  them  arc  doing  notable  work, 
forming  oases  in  this  desert  of  incompetence. 

Foreign  influence  is  now'  a  great  factor 
where  once  officialdom  was  bitterly  set  against 
it.  Every  Chinese  who  has  traveled  a  little 
or  studied  foreign  things  at  home  perceives 
the  utility  of  foreign  methods.  The  Revolu- 
tion has  shaken  up  the  people  and  made  the 
process  of  sloughing  their  prejudices  more 
easy.  They  still  are  slaves  to  industry,  still 
intensely  pacific,  but  where  once  a  whole 
countryside,  incited»by  the  officials,  would  rise 
against  some  foreign  innovation,  today  the  of- 
ficials* no  longer  thmk  of  opposing  change,  nor 
are  the  feelings  of  the  people  aroused  by  the 
introduction  of  new  things.  Unreasoning  pre- 
judice once  removed,  and  it  is  already  almost 
gone,  China  cannot  but  go  ahead  at  a  pace 
that  will  astonish  the  world.  Chaotic  condi- 
tions are  an  obstacle  to  development,  but  not 
an  insuperable  obstacle,  as  the  experience  of 
the  past  few  years  shows.  Judicious  foreign 
pressure  on  the  troublesome  elements  at  this 
juncture  would  help  enormously,  and  the 
great  hope  of  the  present  is  that  the  powers 
will  unite  in  pursuing  a  firm  but  benevolent 
policy  toward  this  great  country.

N  Saturday,  January  31st,  having 
nothing  to  do,  I  dropped  into  the 
Crystal  Theatre  to  listen  to  a 
debate.  I  was  not  particularly 
interested  in  the  subject  under 
debate,  but  I  was,  and  always  am,  vastly  in- 
terested in  the  character  of  the  audience.  And 
I  came  away  more  than  ever  impressed  with 
the  Anglo-Saxon  spirit  of  fair  play  which  is 
such  a  characteristic  of  all  meetings  held  in 
countries  where  the  Union  Jack  flies  over- 
head. The  chairman  reigned  supreme  and  a 
packed  house  obeyed  his  dictates.  There  was 
occasional  derisive  laughter  as  one  or  other 
of  the  speakers  made  a  remark  which  was  not 
consonant  with  the  facts.  But  there  was  no 
disorderliness,  and  though  75  per  cent  of  the 
audience  at  least  was  strongly  prejudiced  in 
favor  of  one  speaker,  there  was  a  general  in- 
clination to  give  the  other  a  "fair  show."  So 
far,  so  good.  But  there  is  another  side.  Meet- 
tings  of  this  nature  are  dependent  on 
the  generosity,  or  shall  I  say  decency,  of  the 
audience  to  pay  for  the  hire  of  the  hall.  If  a 
speech  is  worth  hearing  it  is  worth  paying  for. 
On  the  few  occasions  when  I  go  to  church  I 
contribute  to  the  offertory;  it  is  the  only  de- 
cent thing  to  do.  On  the  Saturday  night  in 
question  I  was  .sitting  next  to  a  man  in  work- 
ing clothes;  he  vigorously  applauded  one 
speaker;  he  spat  contempt* on  the  other.  He 
was  obviously  a  man  earning  wages ;  his  hands 
showed  that.  But,  when  the  plate  came  round, 
he  shirked  his  responsibilities.  Incidentally,  the 
National  Anthem  did  not  conclude  the 
meeting.

Of  course,  the  whole  trouble  lies  in  the 
fact  that  none  of  us  is  consistent.  When  I 
wake  up  in  the  morning  and  find  that  I  have 
a  five-dollar  bill  in  my  pocket  I  ally  myself 
with  capital ;  when,  as  more  often  occurs,  I 


wake  up  and  find  merely  a  hole,  1  am  a  So- 
cialist.  Sometimes  it  happens  that  I  find  two 
and  a  half,  and  then  I  am  open  to  conviction. 
I  have  a  strong  idea  that  there  are  many, 
very  many,  modern  capitalists  and  Socialists 
who  live  their  lives  under  similar  persuasions. 
Am  I  very  far  wrong? 

***** 

And  now  let's  talk  about  public  services. 
Why  is  it  that  in  a  public  office,  supported  by 
rates  and  taxes,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  ob- 
tain a  pen  which  will  write  legibly,  or  a  piece 
of  blotting  paper  which  will  work  efficiently? 
Of  course,  I  am  .referring  to  the  post  office, 
but  not  particularly  to  our  own  local  office. 
Never  yet  have  I  tried  to  fill  out  an  order,  or 
any  other  document  in  any  post  office  cither 
here  or  in  the  Old  Country  without  finding 
that  cither  the  pen  won't  work  or  the  blotting 
paper  won't  blot.  Moreover,  there  is  a  class 
of  citizen,  perhaps  I  had  better  say,  visitor, 
who  buys  picture  postcards  in  large  numbers 
and  wanders  down  to  the  post  office  to  direct 
them,  writing,  on  one  side,  fond  "nothings"  to 
his  or  her  various  "inamoratas."  Consequent- 
ly the  man  who  is  itching  to  get  hold  of  a 
pen  to  fill  out  a  change  of  address  form  or  a 
money  order  keeps  on  itching.  That's  all  he 
can  do.  Post  offices  should  have  separate 
booths,  one  for  the  casual '  stranger,  who 
wishes  to  conduct  his  correspondence,  one  for 
change  of  address  patrons  and  one  more  for 
money  order  clients.  4

I  notice  in  my  walks  around  town  a  good 
deal  of  talk  with  reference  to  municipal  golf 
links.  The  defeat  of  the  recent  by-law  has 
made  this  a  dead  issue  so  far,  as  citizens  are 
concerned,  but  there  are,  thank  heaven,  private 
interests  left  to  us.  I  do  not  place  much  stock 
in  the  chance  conversation  of  the  prosperous 
citizen,  wearing  a  well-paunched  waistcoat, 
who  loudly  declaims  that  "Bv  Gad,  Sir,  I  and 
my  fellows  did  without  golf  and  so  can  our 
grandchildren,"  but  I  do  take  a  good  deal  of 
interest  in  the  conversation  of  men  who  eat 
in  public  restaurants.  To  a  man  who  has 
played  golf  the  conversation  is  amusing;  to 
one  who  has  not,  it  is  enlightening,  if  not  en- 
tirely instructive.  I  gather  generally  that  the 
prevailing  feeling  is  that  golf,  as  a  -game,  is 
an  unnecessary  evil,  whereas  it  should  be  re- 
garded as  a  virtuous  pastime.  For  some 
reason  or  other,  not  yet  explained,  the  working 
man  (should  I  write  that  in  capitals?)  looks 
on  golf  as  the  rich  man's  game.  It  is  true 
that  it  can  be  made  the  rich  man's  game,  hence 
the  private  clubs.  But  the  idea  of  municipal 
links  is  to  bring  one  of  the  finest  games  and 
best  forms  of  exerctee  into  the  reach  of  every 
working  man,  even  if  he  only  makes  $6.75  per 
^day.

Now  I  want  to  wander  into  a  field  which 
may  bring  me  a  whole  lot  of  opposition.  In 
fact,  if  my  dead  body  is  found  round  town  in 
connection  with  the  same  I  should  like  a  neat 
little  tombstone  engraved  with  "He  died  for 
principle."  That  may  deter  any  would-be 
murderers.  I  am  going  to  speak  of  moving 
picture  shows.  I  well  remember  ,  the  first 
moving  picture  show.  I  was  a  boy  of  about 
seven  and  I  was  presented  with  what  was 
called  "The  Wheel  of  Life."  It  was  fashioned 
more  or  less  like  a  chum  and  it  had 
slits  in  its  side ;  pictures  of  men,  women  or 
animals  in  sequent  forms  of  motion  were  in- 
serted so  that  when  you  spun  the.  wheel  you 
saw  them  carrying  out  the  actions.  I  re- 
member the  first  moving  picture  shows  I  ever 
saw  after  the  industry  had  become  an  estab- 
lished fact.  I  do  not  know  whether  this  en- 
titles me  to  talk  with  authority,  but,  as  a 
moving  picture  fan  who  used  to  take  in  three 
shows  a  day  regularly  in  pre-war  days,  I  am 
going  to  write  with,  or  without,  authority.  A 
great  mistake  is  being  made  at  the  present 
time  by  the  production  of  serial  films.  Maga- 
zines in  the  past  found  it  out,  and  today  we 
find  that  the  best  magazines  run  serials,  each 
instalment  of  which  is  complete  in  itself;  a 
serial  is  usually  included,  but  it  is  not  fea- 
tured. The  "movies"  gently  tested  public 
opinion  by  the  production  of  serial  problem 
stories,  for  the  solution  of  which  they  offered 
big  monetary  prizes;  the  public  "bit."  But  I 
do  not  believe  that  the  public  appreciate  the 
serials  which  are  now  being  foistered  upon 
them.  No  man  or  woman.  Still  less  a  child, 
appreciates  paying  an  entrance  fee  to  watch 
a  show,  one-third  of  which  Is  portraying  a 
scene  in  a  story  of  which  he.  she  or  it  (that's 
the  child)  knows  nothing.  I  eontend,  and  I 
do  so  seriously,  realizing  that   the  moving 


picture  business  is  here  to  stay,  that  the  men 
at  the  lop  are  making  a  big  mistake  in  send- 
ing out  these  serial  films. 

***** 

I'll  tell  you  a  good  story  now.  Victoria  is 
pretty  dull  these  days,*  and  there  is  not  much 
field  for  a  "Lounger"  round  the  streets,  but 
I  will  retail  for  your  benefit  a  little  incident 
which  occurred  in  France.  Like  most  of  the 
"Lounger's"  dope,  it  has  the  merit  of  being 
entirely  true.  Being  merciful,  I  will  neither 
nominate  the  number  of  the  battalion  nor  the 
place  of  its  origin.  But  the  man  in  question 
happened  to  be  able  to  speak  French  like  a 
native;  he  was  also  a  conscript.  Said  a 
French  maiden  to  him,  "Why  do  you  wear 
one  stripe  on  your  sleeve,  when  all  the  other 
battalions  wear  two  or  three?"  Said  he,  iu 
French,  "Well,  you  see,  my  dear,  all  Cana- 
dian soldiers  are  issued  with  four  stripes  Qn 
arrival  in  your  beloved  France ;  for  every  year 
of  service  a  stripe  is  taken  off.

Other  People's  Ignorance 

WHEN  wc  talk  of  ignorance  we  always 
mean  the  ignorance  of  other  people, 
just  as  when  we  discuss  reform  we  mean  the 
reformation  of  the  rest.  Our  own  ignorance 
we  cover  jealousy  like  a  great  secret  sin.  It 
may  be  shame  which  prompts  us.  is  may  be 
modest v  before  superior  eminence,  but  it  is 
also  the  result  of  an  education  which  puts  a 
premium  on  accumulated  facts.  To  reveal 
our  ignorance  in  an  age  of  newspapers  and 
examinations  is  like  goiqg  unclothe'.  And 
then  our  sccretiveness  has  its  s<x*ial  uses.  It 
is  the  weapon  we  clutch  instinctively  to  pro- 
tect ourselves  against  a  bore.  Seeing,  as  we 
soon  learn  to  see,  how  few  people  can  be 
trusted  to  tell  us  exactly  what  we  want  to 
know,  and  how  dangerous  a  person  is  when 
launched  "on  his  own  subject,"  wc  prefer  our 
wonted  vagueness  to  an  unbridled  flood  of 
knowledge. 

In  the  end,  of  course,  wc  arc  punished  for 
our  cowardice.  It  has  stifled  our  curiosity 
and  detracted  from  our  neighbors'  gaiety.  The 
picturesque  value  of  ignorance  is  much  under- 
rated. Wc  need  its  dark  mysterious  depths 
as  a  relief  to  the  high  lights  of  knowledge, 
just  as  conversation  requires  pauses  and  ral- 
.  lentandos.  W  hen  the  fountain  of  Macaulay's 
talk  began  to  fl<»w  with  less  abundance,  it  was 
said  that  his  "flashes  of  silence"  came  more 
often.  Can  we  doubt  that  these  flashes  of 
silence  were  the  savor  of  the  monologue? 
Just  so  it  is  the  flashes  of  ignorance,  darting 
tricksily  over  our  d^rk  chasms,  that  illumin- 
ate the  hidden  self,  till  from'  the  deeps  one 
personality  calls  to  another.  Always  the  inno- 
cent, unconscious  avowal  is  the  most  start- 
ling. Some  years  ago  the  writer  was  break- 
fasting in  the  parlor  of  a  well-known  Cots- 
wold  inn,  and  a  party  of  Americans  were  at 
the  adjoining  table.  Thei/  talk  was  inevitably 
of  Stratford,  from  which  they  had  just  come, 
and  it  turned  at  this  moment  on  the  great 
store  of  information  possessed  by  the  lady 
who  had  shown  them  Athe  birthplace."  With 
superb  unconsciousness  one  of  the  American 
ladies  suggested  that  the  reason  why  tlic 
curator  knew  so  much  might  be  that  siie  had 
been  personally  acquainted  in  her  youth-  with 
Shakespeare.  It  was  said  without  a  wink,  and 
she  really  meant  it.  Involuntarily  one  grip- 
ped the  table  hard,  and  no  one  in  the  room 
would  have  been  surprised  to  see  the  tea  cups 
fly  off  to  the  ceiling.  The  leader  of  the  party 
faced  the  situation  with  admirable  coolness. 
But  ever  since  I  have  felt  a  deep  gratitude  to 
the  unknown  lady,  and  respected  her  flash  of 
ignorance  more  than  our  snobbish  attitude  to 
fame. 

One  day  last  year  there  was  a  pendant  to 
this  experience;  again  I  was  the  unwilling 
eavesdropper  to  a  public  scene,  this  time  in  a 
tea  shop.  Two  ladies  entered  from  a  car,  one 
an  American  of  much  smartness  and  piquancy, 
the  other  an  Englishwoman,  and  apparently 
her  hostess.  It  was  in  the  heyday  of  the  "Big 
Pour;"  the  American  had  been  in  Paris,  and 
naturally  the  President  was  mentioned.  Then 
the  English  voice  said,  "By-the-by,  who  is 
your  President?"  Again  that  sense  of  a  rock- 
ing universe,  all  landmarks  gone,  and  then 
the  dry,  unperturbed  answer,  Wilson."  It  is 
a  nice  point  as  to  which  was  the  blanker 
ignorance*— to  believe  that  Shakespeare  lived 
in  the  nineteenth  century,  or  not  to  know  the 
existence  of  President  Wilson.  I  can  only 
vouch  that  both  cases  actually  occurred.  And 
one  would  not  have  wished  them  otherwise. 
No  flashlight  on  the  higher  diplomacy,  no  re- 
velations of  the  inner  world  in  Paris,  could 
have  been  so  stimulating  as  this  complete- 
unconsciousness  of  the  most  prominent  "pub- 
lic man."  It  started  a  long  train  of  musings 
on  the  speaker's  personality—musings  which 
have  not  ceased,  for  they  suggest  how  little 
some  of  us  know  of  the  world.  It  seems  true 
that  "we  mortal  millions  live  alone." 

Let  us  welcome,  then,  all  frank  disclosures 
of  ignorance,  however  shocking.  They  are  en- 
lightenments on  others  and  amusing  in  them- 
selves. We  shall  never  learn  anything  unless, 
we  learn  to  confess.  It  is  only  the  fear  of  be- 
ing wrong  that  keeps  us  silent,  but  surely  it 
it  better  to  be  ourselves  than  to  be  correctly 
dumb.  As  science  has  not  yet  been  the 
staple  of  a  polite  education,  we  fortunately 
have  no  shame  In  owning  a  childlike  ignor- 
ance on  scientific  matters,  and  so  wc  are 
sometimes  rewarded  by  discovering  a 
wonder.  But  we  can  display  the  same  in- 
souciance on  all  points.  Let  us  remember  the 
model  confession  of  Johnson,  that  positive  and 
dauntless  Englishman,  in  writing  of  the 
Hebrides.  Some  Scots  have  thought  him 
supercilious,  but  no  one  knew  his  limits  bet- 
ter, or  admitted  them  so  frankly.  How  does 
he  end?  "Novelty  and  ignorance  must  always 
be  reciprocal,  and  I  cannot  but  be  conscious 
that  my  thoughts  on  national  matters  are  the 
thoughts  of  one  who  ha«  seen  but  little  "— 
A  correspondent  in  The  Lpndon  Time*.

"We  have  become  separated  from 
nature.  This  sentence  may  appear  to 
many  somewhat  startling  and  yet  it  to 
certainly  true.  The  Ions  snd  unin- 
teresting story  of  this  separation 
boras  wtth  Aristotle  and  ended  with 
blind  faith  In  literalism*  ana  tbe  illu- 
sion of  authority.  The  chance  state- 
ment of  Aristotle,  In  his  book  on  ani- 
mals, that  the  plants  have  souls  but 
no  sensation,  was  accepted  as  inspired 

believe  in  the  evidence  of  the  eyes, 
when  It  differed  from  the  written 
word,  until  Linnsnis,  who  stood 
wholly  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  Mid- 
dle Ages,  raised  it  to  the  position  of 
a  dogma.  This  man,  who  had  such 
a  mania  for  registration  that  he  clas- 
sified even  His  friends  into  categories 
and  subdivisions,  maintained,  through 
hip  great  authority,  even-  into  our 
youth,  a  dead  scheme  of  life  drawn 
out  of  scholasticism,  that  has  gained 
h»m  the  name  of  the  Verus  Botanloua, 
the  true  botanist.  Wherever  he  went 
the  laughing  brook  died,  the  glory  of 
tire  flowers  withered,  the  grace  and 
joy  of  our  meadows  was  transformed 
Into  withered  corpses,  which  this 
true  botanist'  collected  Into  the 
folios  of  his  herbarium,  and  whose 
crushed  and  discolored  bodies  he  de- 
scribed in  a  thousand  minute  Latin 
terms.  This  was  caled  scientific  i 
botany,  and  the  more  mummies  Such  I 
a  register  of  the  dead  could  bury  in 
his  museum  the  greater  botanist  he 
waa  held  to  be. 

"This  'true  botany,'  however,  was 
still  the  teacher  of  our  teachers.  The 
learning  of  these  endless  descriptions 
was  one  of  the  terrors  of  our  school 
life.  The  blooming  meadows  and 
the  storied  woods  disappeared  during 
the  botanical  hour  Into  a  dusty  herb, 
arium,  into  a  dreary  catalogue  of 
Greek  and  latin  labels  It  became, 
the  hour  for  the  practice  of  a  tire- 
some dialect,  filled  with  discussions 
about  the  number  of  stamens,  the 
shape  of  leaves,  about  over-amldst 
and  under-placed  bunches  of  fruits, 
all  of  which  we  learned  only  to  for- 
get. When  this  was  completed  we 
stood  disenchanted  and  estranged 
from  nature.  Bo  it  came  about  that 
In  the  broadest  circles  of  culture,  the 


most  completed  the  inventory  of 
nature. 

"It  cost  many  a  tiresome  quarrel, 
snd  often  dangerous  expeditions  to 
And  'see/*  and  undeacrlbed  species. 
But  thiaulld.  not.  frighten  them.  It  to 
a  strange  leaf  m  human  history,  on 
which  to  written  it 


the  story  of  these 
lsu.  who  "?rul^l!dWtnro!gh' wastes, 
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people,  went  hungry,  thirsty,  often 
perished  and  endured  all  this — in  the 
hope  of  bringing  Home  -  a  dozen 
hltherto-undeecrlbed  'vegetables. 
«  "But  ft  to  evident  that  all  could  not 
do  this.  Because  there  were  .really 
so  few  new  herbs  to  discover,  men  at 
last  began  to  look  closely  at  the  old 
ones.  80  It  came  about  that  'true 
botanists'  began    to  content  them-

As 
the  bodies  were  dissected,  the  plants 
investigated  in  their  natural  condi- 
tions and  their  development  observed, 
new  characteristics  were  constantly 
discovered  which  could  be  used  tor 
the  differentiation  of  new  divisions, 
and  therefore  these  were  ever  more 
eagerly  sought  for.  These  charac- 
teristic!-, however,  were  expressions' of 
vital  laws,  and  so  finally  many  a 
botanist,  to  his  great  surprise,  dis- 
covered that  the  plants,  these  lifeless 
and  helpless  things,  that  even  In 
death  were  so  striking  and  attractive, 
really  had  a  part  in  the  great  battle 
of  life,  and  quietly,  modestly,  but 
none  the  less  surely,  through  slight 
movements  and  curves,  defended 
themselves  against  enemies  and  mis- 
fortune.       ,  { 

"It  was  discovered  that  they  lived 
in  an  oft  dramatic  battle,  that  they 
were  tireless  In  the  display  of  new 
expedients,  in  artifices  and  adjust- 
ments, to  obtain  everywhere  the  first 
triumph  of  life  over  'dead  matter.' 
each  in  its  own  way  with  its  own  In- 
dividuality: that  they  had  long  ago 
found  a  way  to  utilise  all  the  rest  of 
nature,  and  created  a  thousand  rela- 
tions between  .  them  and  this  con- 
cealed and  yet  so  powerful  life,  and 
had  formed  connections  for  recipro- 
cal !  advantage  'and  support  through 
Its  Creatures;  the  beetles,  flies,  bees, 
butterflies,  snails,  and  birds.

here.  The  tree  has  every  appearance 
of  being  of  such  an  obliging  disposi- 
tion that  It  to  ready  politely  to  bend 
over  to  one  side  and  make  room  for 
other  treea  The  characteristic  is 
said,  however,  In  botany,  to  be  due  to 
anything  but  politeness.  In  fact,  it 
comas  under  the  designation  of  "Ir- 
ritability." The  fierce  struggle  and  con- 
fllot  in  plant  life  has  formed  the 
theme  of  many  writers,  and  the  be- 
havior of  the  arbutus  la  occasioned 
by  its  extreme  adaptability  to  com- 
pete with  othes  trees  inherently  less 
able  to  make  £he  best  of  circum- 
stances, in-  securing  the  all-eBsentlal 
supply  of  light  The  organs,  such  as 
stems  and  roots  of  plants,  are  said  as 
a  rule  either  to  bend  toward  or  away 
from  light.  In  the  first  Instance  they 
are  called  positively  hellotroplc.  and 
in  the  latter  negatively  hellotroplc. 
Arbutus  Intensely  "Positively  Hello- 
tropic." 

Grant  Allen  says:  "Plants  are  liv- 
ing things:  they  eat  with  their  leaves 
and  drink  with  their  rootlets."  R.  L. 
France,  in  writing  of  the  light  re- 
sponses of  plants,  puts  forward  the 
necessity  to  plant  life  of  light  in  the 
following  words: 

"The  fanciful  philosopher  Fechner 
once  offered '  the  poetical  suggestion 
that  the  plants  communicated  with 
each  other  by  means  of  their  per- 
fumes. To  be  sure,  this  to  not  true, 
but  If  it  were  true  there  would  be  but 
one  subject  of  conversation  that 
would  run  through  the  whole  forest, 
'How  are  you  getting  on  for  light?' 
Light,  light,  light,  llghtl  every  leaf 
appears  to  call  as  It  turns  and  twists 
In  Its  stem  In  order  the  better  to  en- 
Joy  the  life-giving  element  I  need 
only  refer  to  the  plant  table  where 
every  leaf  Is  striving  to  turn  Its  disc 
perpendicular  to  the  light,  that  it  may 
absorb  all  that  is  possible." 

Verily  the  arbutus,  with  its  ability 
to  twist  Its  stem  In  any  direction  from 
which  the  rays  of  light  are  coming, 
might  readily  express  its  scorn  of  the 
Inherent  negative  geotroplem  of  Its 
ofttlmes  neighbor,  the  "lordly  Doug- 
las fir,"  a  characteristic  which  only 
enables  the  latter  to  maintain  Its  "tall 
timbers"  in  vertical  direction  of 
growth  and  as  a  consequence  be  eas- 
ily "suppressed"  and  killed  by  trees  of 
its  own  or  other  species  which  have 
made  more  rapid  vertical  growth. 

Wherever  the  arbutus  grows  this 
hellotroplc  bending  of  stems  is  to  be 
found.  In  his  description  or  the  ar- 
butus In  "Trees  of  California,"  Prof. 
Jepson  writes: 

"Madrona  Is  rarely  symmetrical, 
and  tbe  older  the  tree  the  more  un- 
■ymmetrical  as  a  rule.  This  to 
noticeably  the  case  In  the  Mendocino 
and  Humboldt  Woods,  where  It  to  In- 
variably pushed  to  one  side  when  In 
light  competition  with  the  Douglas 
fir  or  Tan  oak.  Huge  madrona 
crowns,  wholly  one-sided,  are  fre- 
quently met  with;  sometimes  the  ag- 
gressive companion  trees  disappear 
and  leave  these  Irregular  Madronos 
standing  alone.  Very  frequently  one 
finds  a  long  trunk  curving  out  of  the 
perpendicular  twenty  or  thirty  feet 
and  up  sixty  or  seventy  feet  to  a  wisp 
of  a  crown  occupying  a  very  small 
area  of  the  forest  canopy.  Such 
trees  are  remarkable  for  their  curv- 
ing and  often  huge  trunks,  which 
are  commonly  very  tall  and  often 
flattened  contrary  to  the  direction  of 
curve." 

The  accompanying  Illustrations  are 
good  examples  of  bent  over  or  curved 
sterna  The  first  picture  shows  where 
a  row  of  young  trees  had  been 
planted  on  the  western  side  of  a 
newly  erected  fence  which  ran  nearly 
north  and  south,  thus  the  young 
trees  could  receive  no  sunlight  till 
.well  on  in  the  afternoon.  A  large  oak 
tree,  too,  grew  at  the  northern  end  of 
and  its  spreading  branches 
and  east  a  shade  at  the 
of  the  fence.  Th 
about  twelve  feet 
above  the  ground  and  prevented  any 
great  quantity  of  light  froi 
to  the  ground  underneath  except  In  a 
slanting  direction  until  very  late  In 
the  day.  Two  trees,  an  arbutus  and 
a  scrub  pine,  came  under  this  shade 
of  the  oak.  the  arbutus  being  Jus 
within  the  radius  of  the  branches 
and  the  pine  further  underneath 
them.  A  Orand  fir  seedling  next  to 
the  arbutus  was  well  out  In  the  open 
and  free  of  the  oak  branches  All 
the  trees  started  to  make 
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and  the  oak  branches  were  twelve 
feet  above  It:  nevertheless  it  sloped 
out  and  soon  was  growing  a  great 
deal  faster  than  the  pine  or  lir;  tho 
further  out  It  went  the  more  ft  curved 
upward,  and  in  this  way  It  soon  ex- 
tended out  over  the  little  fir  and 
commenced  a  vigorous  vertical 
growth.  The  Intolerance  to  shade  of 
the  fir  was  speedily  evident,  for, 
being  kept  In  shadow  by  the  over- 
growing arbutus.  It  died.  It  could  not 
accommodate  Itself  to  light  condi- 
tions so  as  to  make  a  departure  from 
the  vertical  to  the  horizontal  direc- 
tion. The  pine  has  straggled  on,  but 
in  a  sickly,  ill-shaped  and  stunted 
manner.  After  the  arbutus  had 
grown  to  a  good  size  it  was  apparent 
that  the  bend  and  curve  of  the  stem 
was  occasioned  by  the  direction  of 
the  light  rays.  The  illustration 
shows  that  the  curve  of  the  stem  of 
the  arbutus  is  exactly  a  counterpart 
to  that  of  the  oak  foliage,  and  that 
even  at  a  distance  of  twelve  feet  be- 
low it  was  able  to  circle  out  and  up, 
proving  the  sensitiveness  to  light  of 
this  tree.  The  second  photograph  Is 
a  good  example  of  »an  unsymmeti 
cal  tree  such  as  that  spoken  of  In  the 
above  quotation  from  "Trees  of  Cali- 
fornia," with  a  "wisp  of  a  crown  .  . 
flattened  contrary  to  the  direction  of 
the  curve."  It  tells  Its  story  to  any- 
one interested.  The  tree  grew  in  a 
forest  probably  of  Douglas  flr  and 
had  to  twist  and  bend  Its  stems  to 
reach  the  light  The  forest  "canopy" 
protected  a  "forest  floor"  of  moss, 
fern  and  mould,  thus  conserving  the 
humus  and  enabling  the  arbutus  to 
get  an  abundant  supply  of  water  for 
Its  then  needs.  The  advent  of  the 
human  pest,  with  its  foul  stenches, 
the  pestilential  impure  air  of 
civilisation,  combined  with  a  lo 
of  waste  and  destruction  wrought 
havoc  with  the  beautiful  forest 
which  was  soon  consumed,  its 
timber  of  any  immediate  use  out 
down  and  burned,  and  the  moss  and 
fern  covered  floor  'turned  into  a  bar- 
ren desert,  parched  and  dried  up  In 
the  hot  months  of  the  Summer.  This 
sudden  exposure  of  the  arbutus  to 
drought,  impure  air  and  ill-usage  e 
trying  to  the  tree.  The  root  system 
was  insufficient  to  supply  the  sudden 
call  occasioned  by  the  destruction  Of 
the  surrounding  foliage  and  conse- 
quent extra  transpiration  of  the 
leaves  exposed  to  the  superabundant 
sunlight  and  heat.  The  upper  por- 
tion withered  up  to  a  large  extent  and 
died,  and  the  heart  of  the  tree  rotted 
away  and  became  hollow. 

Some  few  years  ago  this  long 
twisted  gaunt  stem  looked  tike  some 
reltc  passing  away.  But  In  spite  of 
all  this  the  power  of  the  tree  to  renew 
Its  youth  and  vigor  was  not  extin- 
guished. It  adapted  Itself  to  its  sur- 
roundings, made  the  best  of  It.  The 
dying  off  of  the  top  relieved  the  roots 
of  the  strain  to  supply  the  fbllage 
with  moisture,  and  there  was  suffi- 
cient for  the  lower  branches.  Then 
the  roots  extended  their  rootlets  Into 
territory  vacated  by  the  other  trees 
and  forced  up  an  abundant  supply  of 
water,  and  lo!  another  proof  of  the 
vitality  of  the  arbutus  was  to  be  seen. 
The  base  of  the  stem  being  exposed  to 
light  and  plenty  of  water  being  avail- 
able from  tbe  new  roots,  a  number 
adventitious  shoots  sprang  up  and  are 
growing  from  the  living  outer  rain  of 
the  hollow  trunk  of  the  original  st 
and  developing  Into  sturdy  treea  Tl 
the  vitality  of  tbe  arbutus  has  sur- 
vived through  many  vicissitudes  and 
trials  and  n*Yw  flourishes  In  most  un- 
natural surroundings.  To  the  en- 
looker  no  more  absorbingly  Interest- 
ing life  history  In  plant  life  than  that 
of  this  tree  to  to  be  found.

Ten  persons' were  Injured  in  addition 
to  the  one  death,  and  that' represents 
the  entire  damage  to  personnel  in 
hundred*  of  thousands  of  miles  Bown 
In  a  flying  period  of  thousands  of 
houra 

One  fatality  for  every  60,000  car- 
ried would,  if  there  were, any  common 
basis  for'  comparison,  place  commer- 
cial aviation  rather  higher  in  the  es- 
timation of  life  insurance  companies 
than  motoring. 

Unfortunately,  without  complete 
data  ag  to  the  number-  carried,  dis- 
tance flown,  time  of  flights,  weather 
and  nature  of  journey,  no  reliable 
comparisons '  can  be  arrived  at.  Still 
the  record  attained  by  the  English 
aircraft  operators  during  the  past 
year  of  commercial  aviation  is 
worthy  of  close  attention  by  all  those 
who  yet  believe  the  art  of  flying  to  bo 
super-dangerous  and  abnormal.

Mr.  R.  8.  Day,  wh,o  to  chairman  of  the 


logical  Society  now  being  formed  In 
the  city,  presided,  and  the  occasion 
was  seized  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  In  the  very  near  future  a  meet- 
ing would  be  called  for  the  purpose  of 
formally  organizing  a  local  body  In 
the  Interests  of  a  subject  which  un- 
doubtedly appeals  to  many. 

The  address  which  Dr.  Wlcher  gave 
Friday  night  derived  particular  Inter- 
est from  the  remarkable  lantern  slides 
which  accompanied  his  story  by  way 
of  illustration;  none  finer  of  Pales- 
tine have  been  shown  here.  Some  of 
the  photograph's  were  presented  to  tho 
lecturer  by  General  AHenby  himself, 
and  even  had  they  not  had  such  high 
Illustrative  value  would  have  had  a 
special  Interest  to  any  Canadian. audi- 
ence on  this  account.  The  pictures 
were  designed  to  assist  In  visualizing 
the  scenes  of  the  four  separate  phases 
of  the  campaign,  starting  with  the 
early  stages  in  Egypt,  following  the 
army  across  the  Sues,  the  capture  of 
Jerusalem,  and,  ultimately,  the  cap- 
ture of  the  entire  Turkish  army  and 
the  advance  on  Damascus  and  Aleppo.

The  grant  Improvements  which  had 

followed  Immediately  on  too  British 
occupation  of  Palestine  were  more 
than  onoa  referred  to.  Jerusalem,  for 
instance,  had  never  enjoyed  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  water,  having  only 
two  pools  within  its  limits.  'Now  water 
was  brought  down  from  tfts  hills.  Jer- 
usalem today,  as  a  result,  was  prob- 
ably as  clean  as  it  had  boon  In  nil  its 
history. 

Speaking  of  the  .churches.  Dr. 
Wiener  said  that  thoao  had  all  been 
constructed  so  that  they  could  bo  turn- 
ed Into  fortresses  In  oaae  of  necessity.

Mr.  Bush  claims  that  the  United 
states  Is  not  interested  in  the  exten- 
sion of  additional  European  credits, 
nor  attracted  by  the  foreign  securl- 
ties  market,  because  American  funds 
ere  not  available  for  that  purpose" 
If  such  ho  truly  the  case,  it  would 
be  entirely  within,  the  province  of  the 
British  Empire  to  establish  a  new 
system  of  international  credits,  based 
upon  something  stronger  than  mere 
money. 

Mr.  Bush  disapproves  of  .further 
conversation  concerning  the  exchange 
situation.  Such  being  his  attitude. 
It  would  be  well  to  remember  that 
Mr.  Bush  le  from  New  York;  and 
that  some  few  American  financial 
manipulators  are  entirely  benefited 
by  the  penalizing  rate  of  exchange 
Indicted  upon  Europe  and  the  British 
Umpire.  "The  fact  Is."  he  contin- 
ued, "America  Itself  Is  going  to  suf- 
fer. In  the  long  run  from  the  situa- 
tion, which  Is  temporarily  adverse  to 
England." 

Thanks,  Mr.  Bush,  for  your  modi- 
fication of  the  nbovo  sentence,  the 
word  temporarily  saves  tils  future  to 
Britain.

Finally,  Mr.  Bush  pedantically  re-

"The  big  trouble,"  he  says,  "has 
been  that  the  world,  has  been  trying 
to  find  a  substitute  for  work."  Mr. 
Hoover  did  not  include  the  United 
States  when  torn  sprang  the  "work" 
slogan;   the  ex-food  distributor  was 


not  quite  so  generous  with  his  advice.. 
All  he  could  Bee  was  that  Britain  and 
Europe  "must  go  to  work."  Belgium 
has  gone  to  work.  France  Is  working, 
and,  truth  told,  Britain  at  no  time  haa 
ceased  in  the  hard  grind  of  relent- 
less toll. 

Use  some  of  that  salutary  advice, 
Messrs.  Bush  and  Hoover,  for  the 
United  States;  do  less  non-productive 
speculating  and  more  downright  con- 
structive work.  Writing  from  the 
British  point  of  view,  your  corre- 
spondent would  say,  It  Is  a  bad 
political  influence,  which  has  suc- 
ceeded in  penalizing  International  In- 
dustrialism; an  Influence  which 
should,  be  at  once  eradicated.  Re- 
taliatory measures  should  not  be 
adopted  among  the  inhabitants  of  na- 
tions, presumably  founded  upon  the 
same  ideals  of  Caucasian  civilization. 
The  white  race  must'  reconstruct  this 
world,  in  fact  only  the  white  race 
can  reconstruct  it.  Whatever  mis- 
takes have  been  made  are  not  yet 
beyond  rectification. 

It  we  cannot  have  a  League  of  Na- 
tions to-  prevent  wars,  at  least  give 
Us  a  League  of  Nations  to  advance 
human  prosperity  and  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  International  respon- 
sibilities

Municipal  Aerodromes  Necessary 
Last  season  saw  no  active  flying 
done  on  any  large  scale,  but  all  indica- 
tions point  to  the  probability  of  much 
flying  this  year,  both  on  the  part  of 
tl.e  government  departments  and  in- 
dividual enterprise.  The  Air  Hoard 
ras  lepeatedry  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  various  municipalities  would  real- 
ise the  coming  of  an  era  of  aeronauti- 
cal advancement  and  construct  public 
aerodromes  and  sea  bases  adjacent  to 
their  territory. 

The  cities  in  the  East  have  already 
discussed  the  project,  and  as  x  result 
many  of  them  have  now  publicly 
owned  and  operated  landing  stations 
for  aircraft.  When  the  aerodromes 
are  sufficiently  numerous  to  . form  a 
complete  chain  of  landing  stations 
across  the  Dominion,  there  la  no 
doubt  that  aerial  transportation  will 
be  seen  on  an  sctlve  and  secure 
footing. 

It  may  seem  a  little  premature  to 
look  forward  to  the  day  of  commer* 
clnl  avtatlon  In  Canada,  but  to  those 
who  are  conversant  with  the  per- 
formance of  aircraft  during  the  last 
four  years  of  aerial  war  the  longed- 
for  era  of  business  flying  Is  closer  at 
hand  than  many  suspect.

American  constitution,  is  an  indepen- 
dent body,  an  independent  element  in 
treaty-making  power.  Its  refusal  to 
ratify  the  treaty  cannot  expose  either 
itaelf  or  the  country  to  the  charg*  of 
bad  faith  or  repudiation,  nor  is  it  fair 
to  represent     the  United    States  as 

motl  politics  and  th< 

sacrificing  the  interest*  of  other 
tlona  for  this  petty  consideration.  It 
la  true  that  there  are  party  politics 
and  personal  animosities  In  the 
United  State*.  They  are,  however, 
not  the  aoie  or  even  the  prime  cause 
of  the  difficulty  m  the  United  States 
over  tile  League  of  Nation*. 

Nor  is  It  true  to  say  that  the 
Unite*  States  is  moved  solely  by  self- 
interest  to 
Ideal*.  In 


reasons  both  of  truth  and  expediency, 
to  concentrate  our  attention  on  the 
real,  underlying  causes  of  the  Senate's 
insistence  upon  reservationa  in  ratify- 
ing the  covenant  of  the  League  of 
Nations.  « 

1.  There  is  in  the  United  States  a 
real,  conservative  feeling  for  tradi- 
tional policy,  and  one  of  these  tradi- 
tions, consecrated  by  the  advice  of 
Washington,  is  to  abstain  from  for- 
eign and  particularly  from  European 
entanglements.  Even  for  nations 
which  have  '  been  used  to  European 
alliances  the  League  of  Nations  Is  felt 
to  be  something  of  a  new  departure. 

This  is  still  more  true  for  the  United 
state*,  which  ha*  hitherto  held  aloof 
from  all  outside  alliances.  For  the 
League  of  Nations  1s  not  merely  a 
plunge  into  the  unknown,  but  a 
plunge  into  something  which  its  his- 
torical advice  and  tradition  have 
hitherto  positively  disapproved.  It 
does  not  say  that  it  will  not  make  this 
new  departure.  It  recognizes  that 
world  conditions  have  changed,  but  It 
desires  time  to  consider,  to  feet  It* 
way  and  to  act  with  onution.  Hence 
this  desire  for  some  qualification  ami 
reservation. 

2.  The  American  constitution  not 
only  makes  it  possible,  but  under  con- 
ditions renders  inevitable  a  conflict 
between    executive  and  legislatures.

It  would  be  possible,  as  the  covenant 
of  the  League  of  Nations  stands,  for 
a  President  in  some  future  year*  to 
commit  the  United  States,  through 
the  •  American  representative  on  the 
Council  of  the  League  of  Nations,  to 
a  policy  of  which  the  Legislature  at 
that  time  might  disapprove.  The 
contingency  is  within  the  region  of 
practical  politics, 
and  they  so  desire  the  right  to  pro- 
vide, against  It.  Reservations  with 
this  object  are,  therefore,  an  illustra- 
tion not  only  of  party  politics,  but  of 
a  great  constitutional  question  which 
constantly  arises  between  the  Presi- 
dent and  the  Senate,  and  It  would  be 
no  more  fair  to  label  this  with  the 
name  of  party  politics  than  it  would 
be  to  apply  that  name  to  some  of  the 
great  constitutional  struggles  which 
arose  between  the  House  of  Commons 
and  the  executive  authority  in  Great 
Britain  in  the  days  before  the  ques- 
tion had  finally  been  settled  In  favor 
of  the  House  of  Commons.  i 
Mast  Have  American  Aid* 
What,  then,  may  we  fairly  expect 
from  the  United  States  in  this  great 
crisis  of  world  policy,  for  a  crisis.  In- 
deed, It  Is?  As  the  participation  of 
the  United  States  was  enormously 
helpful  in  securing  the  victory  in  the 
critical  months  of  1010.  it*  help  will 
be  even  more  essential  to  aecure  sta- 
bility in  peace.  Without  the  United 
state*  the  present  League  of  Nation* 
may  become  little  better  than  a 
league  of  the  Allies  for  armed  self- 
defence  against  a  revival  of  Prussian 
militarism  or  against  a  sinister  sequel 
t<>  Bolshevism  in  Russia. 

The  great  object  of  the  League  of 
Nations  la  to  prevent  future  wars  and 
to  discourage  from  the  beginning  the 
growth  of  ags 
which  lead  to  war.  For  this 
It  should  operate  Immediately 

nd  now,  In  the  first  years  of 
to  establish  a  reputation  for 
Justice,  moderation  and  strength. 
Withput  the  United  States  it  will  hare 
neither  the  overwhelming  physical 
nor  moral  force  behlng  It  that  It 
should  have,  or  If  It  has  the  physical 
force  It  will  not  have  the  some  desvee 
of  moral  force,  for  It  Will  bo  predom- 
inantly European  and  nwt  a  worto  w 
ganlaatlon.  and  it  will  be  tinged  with 
all  the  Inter-racial  Jealousies  of  Eur- 
ope.

The  Americana  differ  among  them 
selves  a*  to  whether  they  could  or 
should  have  entered  the  war  sooner 
than  they  did.  It  Is  neither  necessary 
nor  profitable  for  foreigners  to  dis- 
cuss this  point  now.  What  Is  com- 
mon to  all  Americans  and  to  all  for- 
eigners who  know  the  facts  is  the  un- 
selfish, wholehearted  spirit  in  which 
the  American  nation  acted  when  It 
came  into  the  war.  The  Immediate 
adoption  of  compulsory  military  ser- 
vice and.  even  more,  the  rationing  of 
food  and  fuel  In  tho**  million*  and 
million*  Of  households  over  such  a 
vast  area  not  by  compulsion,  but  by 
purely  voluntary  action  In  response  to 
an  appeal  which  bad  no  compulsion 
behind  It.  Is  a  remarkable  and  even 
astonishing  example  of  national  spirit. 

That  spirit  Is  still  there.  It  Is  as 
much  a  part  of  the  nature  and  possi- 
bilities of  the  American  people  as  any 
other  characteristic.  It  Is  not  possible 
for  such  a  spirit  to  play  such  a  part 
as  it  did  In  the  war  and  then  to  re- 
lapse and  be  extinguished  altogether. 
Ir  would  be  a  great  mistake  to  sup- 
pose that  because  the  citizens  of  the 
United  states  wish  to  limit  their  obli- 
gations they  therefore  propose  to 
themselves  to  play  a  small  part  In

Discusses  Vote  Reservation 
There  Is  one  particular  reservation 
which  must  give  rise  to  some  diffi- 
culty in  Great  Britain  and  self-gov- 
erning dominions.  It  is  that  which 
ho*  reference  to  the  six  British  votes 
In  the  assembly  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions. The  self-governing  dominions 
are  full  members  of  the  League.  They 
wilt  admit,  and  Great  Britain  can  ad- 
mit, no  qualification  whatever  of  that 
right.  They  are  free  communities, 
Independent  as  regards  all  their  own 
affairs  and  partners  in  those  which 
concern  the  Empire  at  large. 

It  Is  a  special  status,  and  there  can 
he  no  derogation  from  it.  To  any  pro- 
vision which  makes  it  clear  that  nono 
of  the  British  votes  can  be  used  In  a 
dispute,  likely  to  lead  to  rupture  In 
which  any  part  of  the  British  Empire 
is  involved,  ho  exception  can  be 
taken.  It  I*  only  a  reasonable  Inter- 
>  preUtion  of  the  covenant  as  it  now 
stands.  If  any  part  of  the  British 
Empire  k*  Involved  In  a  dispute  with 
the  United  States,  the  United  States 
will  be  unable  to  vote  and  all  parts  of 
the  British  Empire,  precisely  because 
they  are  partners,  will  be  parties  to 
that  dispute  and  equally  unable  to 
Vot*.  But  as  regards  this  right  to 
vote  where  they  are  not  parties  to  the 
dispute  there  con  be  no  qualification, 
and  there  is 
tlfat  the 
dominions 
found  oa 
United  States.

OF  FIRST  PARLIAMENT 

OTTAWA.  Feb.  7. — The  Ottawa 
Journal  publishes  the  following: 

"With  the  death  of  Sir  James 
Grant,  it  is  believed  at  Ottawa  that 
there  is  now  only  one  survivor  of  th. 
first  parliament,  which  sat  after  Con- 
federation was  formed  in  1887 — 
Sheriff  Hagar,  of  Prescott.  In  April, 
1908,  the  Ottawa  Canadian  Club  gave 
a  banquet  to  the  members  of  Canada's 
first  parliament.

"that  if  you  believed  In  Oofl  there  was 
no  such  thing  as  ahsolu.e  ownership. 
You  may  hofd  that  "ou  make  your 
money  with  your  own  hands.— but 
who  made  the  hands  *  of  the  *oll- 
made  mun,  it  has-  bcwn  oald  that  he 
worships  his  maker  too  much." 

He  deplored  the  decrease  of  stu- 
dents at  the  theological  colleges,  and 
referred  lo  the  uninteresting  aspect 
of  a  rector  in  a  village  parish  with  a 
niggardly  stipend,  but  it  was  to  rem- 
edy these  things  that  they  were 
working.  The  preacher  had  not  been 
given  a  square  deal.  He  now  had  Lo 
resort  to  "side  lines"  to  make  a  de- 
cent living,  and  he  could  not  give  of 
his  best  to  the  church,  when  he  was 
encountered  with  financial  worries. 

Mr.  C.  Bagett,  speaking  us  a  lay- 
man, urged  that  generous  contribu- 
tions should  be  given  to  the  canvass- 
ers, and  that  we  should  ull  uet  behind 
this  movement. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Thorpe  moved  and  Mr. 
S.  R,  Kirkhum  seconded,  it  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  speakers.

Former  Member  of  U.S.  Mili- 
tary Intelligence  Service 
Makes  Report  on  Conditions 
He  faund  at  Muscle  Shoals 


WASHINGTON,  Feb.  7.  —  An 
account,  with  charge*  of  criminal 
negligence  and  waste  in  construction 
of  the  Muscle  Shoals  air  nitrate  plant 
was  laid  before  the  House  war  ex- 
penditures committee  today  by  M.  H. 
Evans,  of  Arcadia,  Cel.,  formerly  of 
the  military  Intelligence  service.  He 
-said  he  had  obtained  129  effidavite 
charging  incompetence,  criminal  neg- 
ligence and  graft  and  sent  them  to 
Washington.  8o  far  Ss  he  knew,  he 
added,  aobody  was  haled  to  court. 

Evans  dumped  upon  a  table  a 
hamper  of  typewritten  reports,  and 
then  began  to  describe,  conditions  ai 
Muscle  Shoals  during  the  thirteen 
weeks  he  was  detailed  there. 

While  a  cry  was  going  up  for  ears 
to  move  munitions  and  foodatuffa, 
7,823  cars  stood  idle  from  ten  to 
twenty  days,  he  said.  Demurrage 
charges  ranged  from  $3  to  $300,  and 
records  showed,  he  deelarsd,  that 
failure  to  unload  material  cost  the 
government  $81,060  during  the  first 
half  tff  IS18. 

•Evans  said  three  hundred  saddle 
horses  were  kept  in  readiness  for 
service  when  there  was  no  demand 
for  them.  He  said  six  mules  were 
hitched  up  to  haul  a  load  hardly  big 
enough  for  two  and  anybody  who 
wanted  a  horse  or  an  automobile  got 
one. 

"Thousands  of  automobiles  and 
trucks  were  used  to  haul  employees 
back  and  forth  from  the  plant."  ho 
said.  "The  builders  wanted  to  buy  all 
the  equipment  they  could  becsfuse  on 
every  dollar  spent  on  constructing 
the  plant  they  got  a  commission."

Portland  Canal  Are  Still  Open  to  Prospectors 


The  Portland  Canal  District  la  now 
reoereJng  th«  attention  that  its  great 
mineral  potentialities  demand  The 
boom  of  ten  years  ago  placed  the 
camp  for  a  moment  In  the  limelight, 
but  tta  high  hope*  were  pot  at  that 
time  reailaed  and  the  district  relapsed 
Into  comparative  Js*cttvrcr.  The 
question  haa  often  been  asked,  that 
If  the  district  poaeeeeea  the  greet  high1 
trade  pre  bodiea  that  la  claimed  tor 
It.  that  they  were  not  aobner  dis- 
covered,  this  miry  be  answered 
broadly  by  stating  tkmt  formerly  de- 
velopment work  waii  mainly  confined, 
td  the  silver- lead  ores,  the  vshie  bf 
the  "dry"  oree  with  their  high  silver 
contenta  not  then  being  realised. 

The  International  boundary  be- 
tween Alaska  and  Brltlah  Columbia 
follows  the  peak*  of  the  Poagt'  Kan«e 
Kranlte  batholtth,  which  lo .  overlain 
on  the  Brltlah  Colombia .  side  by  the 
schists,  greenstone*  and  tuffs.  In  which 


the  mineralization  occur,  thus  retain- 
ing for  Canada  a  storehouse  of  wealth 
the  greatness  of  whleh  la  now  becom- 
ing known. 

Among  the  many  potential  mines 
I  on  which  development  work  Is  now 
1  going  on  may  be  mentioned  the  Pay- 
roll. Mineral  Hill.  Hercules.  Inter- 
national. Yellowstone,  Boundary,  Bush 
Mines,  Ltd.,  Indian  Mines  and  many 
others,  the  Big  Missouri,  on  which  a 
mrike  of  rich  ore  .was  lately  made  In 
the  long  tunnel,  la  now  a  mine  with 
great  ore  bodies  practically  blocked 
out  and  the  Premier  Mine  on  which 
the  original  strike  of  high  grade  ore 
was  made  at  depth  has  already 
shipped  1,000  sacks  of  ore  valued  at 
over  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 

All  these  properties  are  situated  on 
the*  upper  Salmon  River,  while  the 
Hear  River  section  has  not  yet 
achieved  the  attention  that  Its  known 
in  literal  showings  warrant,  but  which 
will  be  extensively  exploited  this  com- 
ing season.  There  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  as  great  high  grade  ore 
bodies  will  be  opened  up  on  the  Bear 
River  as  have  been  proved  on  the 
Salmon  River,  the  mlneraloglcal  con- 


ditions being  practically  alike  in  both 
sections. 

The  striking  of  the  ore  body,  re- 
cently encountered  in  the  300  loot 
tunnel  on  the  Lakevlew  on  Glacier 
Creek  Is  encouraging.  Three  tons  of 
ore  from  the  surface  of  the  vein 
netted  «»36  In  silver  and  gold.  This 
shipment  was  made  several  years  ago 
when  allver  was  worth  fifty  cents  an 
ounce. 

High  grade  ore  was  also  found  in, 
the  Portland  Canal  and  Stewart  mines, 
and  In  the  light  of  the  knowledge

'^Notwithstanding  the  Impression  that 
has  gone  abroad  that  the  Portland 
Canal  District  has  been  pretty  well 
prospected  and  located,  there  still  re- 
nin Ins  a  lurge  urea  of  territory  to  be 
explored. 

The  Salmon  River  Valley  has  now  * 
comparatively  small  urea  unlocated. 
but  a  vast  field  Is  open  to  the  pros- 
pector beyond  the  Salmon  Rlver- 
Kaae  divide  well  within  the- mineral- 
ized zone  extending  to  the  Unuk 
River,  and  beyond.  In  the  Bear  River 
Valley  much  ground  remains  to  be 
prospected,  mainly  between  Bitter 
Creek  and  the  upper  Bear  River. 

No  mineral  locations  are  on  record 
beyond  the  Maybee  and  Louise  claims 
on  American  Creek.  These  claims  He 
about  five  miles  north  of  Red  Cliff. 
American  Creek  is  about  fifteen  miles 
in  length,  its  headwaters  take  their 
rise  from  the  same  range  of  moun- 
tains as  the  headwaters  ol  the 
Salmon,  and  ao  far  as  Is  known  the 
geological  conditions  are  similar  In 
both  areas.    Practically    no  explora- 


tion haa  been  done  on  the  upper  por- 
tions of  American  Creek  or  ncroee  the 
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thrls  reflon  with  tho  exception  of  the  Immediate  foreground  Is  still  open  (or 

staking. 


divide  Into  the  Naas,  other  than  by 
lone  prospectors  and  trappers  several 
years  ago.  Some  mineral  locations 
were  made  at  that  time  but  apparently 
the  distance  beyond  the  then  existing 
trails,  relegated  them  to  inactivity. 

Portions  of  the  Upper  Rear  River 
and  a  large  area  of  territory  across 
Bear  River  Pass  He  well  Inside  the 
mineral  belt  and  if  the  projected  im- 
provements on  the  Bear  Rivor-Naas 
trail,  as  shown  on  the  above  map,  are 
carried  out,  many  prospectors  will  no 
doubt  cross  the  divide  khls  Summer 
and  explore  the  country  to  more  ad- 
vantage than  has  been  possible  here- 
tofore. 

South  of  tho  Bear  River  Pass  on 
the  Naas  slope  considerable  mineral- 
ization Is  known  to  exist,  prospects  of 
placer  gold  having  been  found  on 
Wllloughby  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the 
White  River,  and  mineral  locations 
were  made  In  the  mountains  at  the 
head  of  Porter  and  Nelson  Creeks. 
The  mountains  east  of  Portland  Canal 
from  Maple  Bay  to  Stewart,  a  distance 
of  thirty-five  miles,  offer  many  favor- 
able points  for  prospecting,  many 
good  prospects  have  been  located, 
mainly  on  the  Marmot  and  Georgia 
Rivers,  but  a  very  large  area  has  never 
yet  been  explored. 


JAMES  M.  MAC0UN 

By  Walter  B.  Anderson 


The  death  In  Ottawa  on  January  8, 
of  this  year,  of  James  Macoun.  late 
Chief  of  the  Biological  Division  of  the 
Geological  Survey,  has  deprived  Can- 
ada, and  particularly  the  Province  of 
Brltlah  Columbia  and  adjacent  por* 
ttona  of  her  neighbor  Alberta,  of  their 


most  valuable  active  member  in  the 
botanical  field,  without  looking  at  the 
loss  to  the  world  of  an  eminent 
biologist. 

The  short  notice  of  his  death  which 
appeared  In  the  local  papers,  though 
seen  by  thousands  In  this  Province, 
was  no  doubt  read  by  many  of  those 
thousands  without  their  realizing  who 
Mr.  Macoun  was,  the  work  he  had 
done  and  was  doing  practically  up  to 
the  time  of  his  death,  and  the  Irrepar- 
able loss  to  the  nation  and  to  the  Pro- 


vince by  his  untimely  end,  for  be  It 
known,  that  owing  to  the  .systematic 
searches  and  wide  ranging  of  the 
Macouns,  father  and  son — Professor 
John  Macoun,  of  Sidney,  and  his  son, 
J.  M.  Macoun — a  tremendous  number 
of  species  have  been  added  to  our 
Canadian  flora  and  fauna,  a  large  per- 
centage of  these  having  been  dis- 
covered in  the  more  remote  parts  of 
this  Province. 

Referring  to  the  Illustrious  father 
he  may  well  be  called  the  Father  of

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Canadian  Botany,  as  well  as  the  father 
of  our  late  indefatigable  botanist,  for 
until  John  Macoun  took  hold  of  the 
subject  in  earnest,  and  made  conti- 
nent-wide and  careful  search  for 
plants,  known  and  unknown,  after- 
wards classifying  his  discoveries  in  a 
systematic  manner,  the  botanical  work 
of  Canada  had  been  carried  on,  In  many 
sections  at  least,  in  a  desultory  and 
unsystematic  manner.  Prof.  Macoun's 
'Catalogue  of  Canadian  Plants"  is  the 
standard  list  of  our  flora  today.  This 
work  was  being  added  to  from  time 
to  time  by  his  son  James,  who.  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  had  a  large  amount 
of  material  collected  by  himself  In  the 
wilder  portions  of  British  Columbia 
and  Alberta  during  the  few  years  Just 
passed,  much  of  this  material  being 
new.  The  work  of  arranging  and 
classifying  this  material,  though  it 
may  be  carried  on  by  ever  so  capable 
a  scientist,  must  undoubtedly  suffer 
by  the  absence  of  the  mind  which 
carried  much  valuable  information 
that  could  not  be  adequately  set  forth 
In  bare  data. 

The  more  remote  parts  of  this  Pro- 
vince and  adjoining  country  are  prac- 
tically the  only  remaining  lands  of 
North  America  left  where  the  collec- 
tor stands  a  reasonable  chance  of 
'picking  up  anything  new  In  flora  or 
fauna.  These  portions  of  country,  the 
late  Mr.  Macoun  had  been  systematic- 
ally covering  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death,  but  as  said,  much  classification 
has  yet  to  be  done,  and  his  work  re- 
mains unfinished  and  wllf  suffer  by 
hla  removal. 

Vancouver  Island,  the  heart  of 
which  had  been  "terra  incognita"  to 
the  scientist,  was  ezplored  by  the  late 
Mr.  Macoun  in  ltlj.  the  writer  hav- 
ing the  good  fortune  to  accompany 
him  on  that  expedition,  which  re- 
sulted In  the  discovery  of  many  plants 
new  to  the  -Island  and  a  f«-w  new  to 
science.  Macoun's  next  field  was  along 
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New  Canadians 


DURING  the  past  twenty  years  Canada  received  three 
million  new  settlers  of  whom  about  one  million  were 
Of  foreign  speech.

On  his  earHer  career,  It  Is  not  pro- 
posed to  touch  in  this  article,  the  ob- 
ject of  which  Is  to  emphasise  the 
value  of  the  work  done  by  Mr.

When  In  town,  he  was  a  man  of  the 
town,  a  welcome  visitor  In  any  circle, 
where  hla  genial  disposition,  his  quiet, 
unassuming  manner.  gained  him 
friends  By  contact,  in  this  respect 
much  resembling  tho  late  Dr.  James 
Fletcher,  former  Dominion  Entomol- 
ogist. In  camp,  Macoun  was  the  ex- 
plorer. No  mountain  too  rough  or 
wild  to  negotiate,  no  stream  too  cold 
to  wads,  no  thicket  too  thick  to  q«ell 
his  tireless  energy.  And  yet 
no  plant,  or  bird  or  beast  too 
cant  to  miss  his  notice. 

What  will  Canada  do  to  replace 
him?    Where  fee  botanist  with  his 


combination  of  scientific  and  local 
knowledge,  or  of  his  wide  experience 
in  Canadian  wilds,  his  intimate  knowl- 
edge of  flora  and  fauna  in  those  wilds? 
Enough.  I  have  lost  a  friend,  let  the 
nation  mourn  a  scientist.

Though  the  lata  James  Macoun  was 
a  resident  of  Ottawa,  we  here  are 
almost  able  to  claim  him  as  a  British 
Columbian,  his  father  and  mother  be- 
ing resident  of  Saanirh,  a  sister,  Mrs. 
Wheeler,  also  living  there,  while 
another  sister,  Mrs.  Capt.  Everall, 
lives  In  Victoria.  A  third  sister,  Mrs.
